Matter prefatory in praife of Biography. 

NoTWITHSTANDmG the preference 
vhich may be vulgarly given to the amhoricy 
of thofe romance-writers , who intitle their 
books ttThe Hiftory of England, the Hiftory 
d of France , of Spain , » &c, it is mod 
certain , that truth is to be found only ia 
the works of thofe who celebrate the lives 
of great men, and are commonly called bio* 
graphers , as the others should indeed be 
termed topographers or chorographers; words 
which mightweli mark the diftmdion between 
them ; it being the bufinefs of the latter chiefly

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to defcribe countries and cltks, which , with 
tUc afliftance of maps, they do^prctty juftly, 
and may be depended upon : but as to tne 
. actions and characters ormen, their writings 
are not quite fa authentic,^ of which there 
needs no other proof than thofe eternal con- 
tradictions occurring between two topogra- 
phers who undertake the hiftory of the ume 
country : for inftance v between my Lord 
Clarendon and Mr Whitlock, between Mr 
Echard:aad R^in, and* many; otbert; where ^ 
fefts being fet forth in a different. light, every 
reader believes as lie pleafes; and indeed the 
more judicious and ftiipicious very juflly 
edeem the whale*as no other than ^ romance. 
In which the writer hath indulged a happy 
3nd fertile invention. But tha' thefe widely 
differ in th^ narrative of fa£ts ; fbme alcribing 
FiClory t<vthe one., aod^ othecs to- the other 
party ; jTome reprefepting the fame man as » 
rngftft, while' otbm give him ai great and 
honeib chara^ir^^yer all agreain th« £centt 
^hex^ thfirfiCkisiuppo&d to. We happened', 
iaadwfaece'the ger/on-i who i« bodi a> rogiio 
fiXii an honeft man ,. livejd* Now^, witlh \\m 
biographers, the caiJs is. ^&kih.;. tbtf^ h{k^ 
^e deliver mav be t/^Uist on , tho«^ wo 
often miftake tne ag^, aad councry vewreiii^ 
jtbey happened > for though- it may be wortb 
^he examinatjoa of CKitics^ , wither ther 
shepherd' ChRy^G)ftom, who ,. a» Geivanter 
iaioj^nis ii$; died for love of the fair Af arcdlft^ 
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vka bated liim > vas^ ever ia Spain , will anv 
one doubt but tbat fucb a (illy fellow hata 
really exlfted ? Is there in the world fiich z- 
(ceptic as todl (believe the madneCsofCardenio, 
the perfidy of Ferdinand , the impertinent 
curiofity of AnTelmo , the trcaknels of Ca- 
milla , the irrefolute friendship of Lodiario ; 
though perhaps^as to the time and place where 
thoCe feveral pcrfoni lived , that good hiftoria» 
may be deplorably deficient? But the moil 
known inflance of this^ kind is in the true 
hlftory of Gil Bias , where the inimitable, 
biographer hath made a notorious blunder 
in the country of Dr Sangrado , who u&d 
his patients as a vininer doth his wine wefleis,, 
by letting out their blood y and filling them* 
up with water. Doth not every one, who i$r 
thieleaft verfed inphyfical hiAory , know that. 
Spain was not the. country in which thisr 
do£^or lived ? The fame writer hath likewiib 
erred: in. the country of his archbishop, zs, 
well as that of thofe great perfonages whole 
underftandiogs were too fublime to tafle any 
thing but tragedy , and in many others. The 
£une miAakes may likewife be obTerved in 
Scarron , the Arabian Nights>,> the Hillory) 
of Marianne, and- le Payian Parvenu ^ and 
perhaps fome fi^w other writers of thiscl0(s , 
whom I have not read , or do not at prefenc 
recolle6^;for I would by no meansbe thought to 
comprehend thofe perlonsof fiiiprifing genius, 
die authors of immenfe romances , or the

modcra novel and Atalamis wricers ; who ," 
without anv ailiftance from nature or hiftory , 
record perlons who never were , or will -be , 
and fads which never did , nor pofTibly can 
happen; wfiofe' heroes are of their own 
creation , ^nd their brains the ch^os whence 
all their materials are fele£led. Not that fucli 
writers deferve no honour ; fo far otherwife , 
that perhaps they merit the higheft: for what 
can be nobler tnan to be as an eyample of 
the wonderful extent of human genius i One 
niay apply to them what Balzac fays of 
Ariftbfle , That they are a fecond natuire , 
^ for they have no communication with the 
firft; ) by which authors of an inferior dafs , 
^ho cannot ftand alone , are obliged to (up- 
port themfetves as with crutches. But thefe 
of whom I am now (peaking , feem to bp 
poiTeded of thofeMts, which the excellent 
Voltaire teHs us, in his Letters , « carry tiie 
M genius fat off, but with ;an irregular pacp. »' 
todeed for out of the (i^t of the reader,

>But to return to the former clafs , who are 
contented to copy nature. in(^cad of forming 
originals firom rhe contul^d heap of matter 
In their own -brains; is not fuch a book as 
that which records the atchievements of the 
rienowned Dom .Quixote, more worthy the 
name of a hiftory than even Mariana's ? for 
^ereas |hp latter is confined to a particular 
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period of time, and to a particular natioa ^ 
the former is the hiftory of the v/orld in 

feneral, at leafl that part xc'hich is polished 
y laws, arts, and fciences ; and of that , from 
the time it was firfl polished, to this day ; nay, 
and forwards, as long as it shall fo remain. 

I shall now proceed to apply thefe obfcr- 
vations to the work hefore ui : for indeed 
I have £et them down principally to obviate 
fome conftru^Uons which the good-narurc 
of mankind , who are dways forward to fee 
their friends virtues recorded, may put to 
particular parts. I queftion nof but (everal o£ 
my readers will know the lawyer in the^age* 
coach , the moment they hear his voice. Itr 
is likewife odds, but the wjt and the prude 
meet with fome of their acquaintance, as 
well as all the reft of my charadlets. To 
prevent , therefore , any fuca inalicious appli- 
cations , I declare here , once for all « I delcribe 
not men, but manners^ not an individuat, 
but a (pecies. Pprhaps it wiU be anfwered. 
Are not the characters then taken from life? 
To wliich I ahfwer in the affirniative: nay, 
I believe I might aver , that I have writ littfe 
more than I have feen. The lawyer is n9t 
only alive , but hath been • £0 tnefe 4000 
years; and I hope Ood will indulge his life 
as many yet to come. He hath not indeed 
cotnfined himfelf to one profeiHon , one 
religion, or one country j but when the firft 
mean felfish creature appeared on the hum^

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jftage , who made felf the ^ntre of the whole 
creation , tu^uW give hinifelf no ^ain, incut 
no danger , advance no money to aflifl ot 
prcferve his felltow-creamres ; then was oitr 
lawyer born; and whilft fnch a perfon as 1 
have defaibed exifts on earth , (o long shall 
he remain upon it. It is therefore doing him 
little honour , to imagine he endeavours to 
mimic (bine little obfcure fellow , becaufe he 
happens to refemble him in one particular 
feature , or perhaps in his profeflion; whereas 
his appearance in the world is calcil^ted for 
much more general ^nd noble purpofes ; ndt 
to eipofe one ^pitiful wretch to Ae small and 
contemfptible drcle of his acquaintance , bite 
to hold the glafs to dioufands in their dofers , 
that they may contemj^ate their defonniry, 
and endeavour to reduce it , and thus , by 
iuffering private mortification , tt»y avoid 
public ^hame. This places the bomtdary be* 
tween^ and diftinguishes the foiriftirom thb 
libeller; fot the former privatehy corrcds thte 
'feult for the benefit ot die perfon, like a 

rarfent 5 the latter publicly expofes the perfon 
imfelf, as an example to others, like an 
executioner. 

There arc befides little circumftanccs to 
be confidcrcd : as the Hrapery of a 'pi^hire-, 
whidi tho* feshion varies at dlffetciit times , 
the sefemblance of ifhe countenance is not by 
ihofe means dimimshed. Thus j I believe , we 
' may venture to fey, Mrs Tow-woiife is coeval 
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VicH our law^yer: and cho* perhsm, dariog 
die changes vKieh (b long an exiftente mud 
liave pailed tfarcmgh , she may -in her turn 
have flood behind the bar at anioir; lu ill 
tiot (cruple to afiimi, she hath likevife in 
die revolution <)f s^es (at on %i throne. In 
ijhort, where extreme ttnbulency of temper, 
iavarlce, andan infenfibility of huQpin mSfery , 
^ich a degree of hypoaify , have united in 
H female eompolition, Mrs Totit^-woufe trai 
•that iK^onxm : and where a good iiiclitiation , 
•cdip(ed by a poverty of (pirit and underfbrnd*' 
Ing , hath glimmered fonh in a man , that 
9nan hath ^en no other dian her^fiieadking 
iiufband. 

1- shall detain my reader no longer dian to 
^ive him one caution more -of an op^iite 
vind : for as in moft of our particular cha*- 
4pa^ef5 wt mean ndt to Uash individuals ,i!>ut 
4dl 'i>f die like fortj-fo in our general de^ 
options, 'We imean not milver£ds , but 
woald'be-umderfUkod vidnnany exceptions: 
for infkiice y in our 'Mciipuon of hi^ 
people , 1^ cannot be intended to include 
ifach as , whilft they are an honour to theit 
Ughrailk, by a ^ell guided cbndefceniiou., 
taske their fuperiority as eafy as pofliBle to 
diofe whom fortune hath (Chiefly placed 
i>elow them. X!>f thi$ number 1 could name 
a peer 'too left elevatecl -by nawre than by 
"fortune , who, ^hilft he wears the nobleft 
^ofigns of honour on his perfon , bears dit 

A iy 
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trueft fhiinp of dignity on his mind, adoraed. 
vich greacnefs , enriched with knowledge , 
and embellished \rich genius. I have (eea 
this man relieve with generodcy, while he 
hath converfed with freedom , and be ta 
the fame perfon a patron and a companion. 
I could name aconmioner raiCed higher above 
the multitude by fiiperior talents, than is 
in the power of his prince to exalt him ; 
whofe behaviour to thofe he hath obliged 
is more amiable than the obligation it (elf, 
and who is fo great a mailer of affability, 
that if he could mveft himfelf of an inherent 
greatnefs in his manner , would often make 
the low eft of his acquaintance forget whp 
was the mailer of that palace in which they 
are (b courteouily entertained. Theie are 

fidurcs which mufl be , I believe , known : 
declare they are taken firom the life, and 
not intended to exceed it. By thofe 4iigh 

rcople, therefore, whom I have defcribcd, 
mean a fet of wretches , who, while they 
are a difgrace to their anceilors , whofe 
lonours and fortunes they inherit, ( or per* 
liaps a greater to their mother , for fuch 
degeneracy is fcarce credible ) , have the 
Intolence to treat thofe with difregard, who 
are at lead equal to the founders of dieir 
own iplendor. It is , I fancy , impoflible to 
conceive a ipedacle more worthy of our 
indignation , than that of a fellow who is 
jQpt only a blot in the efcutcheon of a gre^jE 
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£unily, but a fcandal co the bnman (pecies, 
jnaincaining a fupercUious bcLavioiic co men 
who are an honour to their nature, and a 
.dilgrace to their fortune. 

And novTy reader , taking thefe hints along 
vith you > you may , if you pleafe , proceed 
to the fequelof this our true liiftory.

A night fcene, wherein fevcral wonderful 
adventures befel Adams and his fellow- 
travellers.

_T was fo late when our travellers left the 
inn or alehouse , ( for it might be called 
either), that they had nn>t travelled many miles, 
before night overtook them, or met them", 
v/hich you pleafe.

This was a cir>- 
cumftance , however , very Sivourable to 
Joleph; for Fanny, not fuipicious of being 
cverfeen by Adams , gave a loofe to hcf 
paf&cm, which shie hadnev^ &efnc before;

AdamsiSKat fome dHlance ftofti the lovers, 
and being unwillitig to didutb^em^ applied 
liimfelf t0 raeditflfion^ ki which ^e had not 
i^nt moth dofe, before hfe ^Hb>vered a 
light at fome dHlance, that feeme^ approach^ 
ing to^^ards him. He immediately hailed 
it^ but, to hri^ (brrow and furpvife, it ftop* 
ped for a moment, and then difapeared. He 
then called to Jofbph , asking him , If he 
iiad iMn feen (he light. Jo&i^ anfwered^^ 
Se had. « And did you oot nfiork fao^ k 
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« vanished iio returiiecl lie ; « tlioi^ I am hot 
« afraid of ghofts,! do not abiSlutely dl& 
« bclteve tLem. » 

He then entered Into a meditation on 
thofe unfiibftantial beings; ^hich was Toon 
interrupted by feveral voices which he 
thought almoft at his elbbv , tbcR^b , in 
6d, thcy^werenot To extremely near : hoir- 
ever, he could diftin^ hear them agree 
on the murder of any one they met.

Fanny 
begged of Jofeph to knock at the door, 
afiuring him die was (o weary that &e could 
hardly fland on her feet. Adams, who was 
Joremoft;, ^r&rmed 'tnis ceremony, and 
•the door beii^g immediately opened, apkua 
kind of man appeared atit^ Adams acqnaintecl 
him , That they had a young woman with 
them , who was fo tired with her journey^ 
that he should be much ^obliged to him, tf 
he would fuder her to come in , and reft 
ierfclf The man, who few Fantiy by the 
li^t of thecaiulle Vf^hsch he held in hisnand, 
f>et^eiving her innocent and modefl look^ 
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and hmiig no apprehenfions from the civil 
behaviour of Adains , prefaitly aofirered , 
That the young iP'oman was very welcome to 
reft herfelf in his hoofe , and Co vere her 
company. He then ushered them into a 
very decent room, where his wife was fitting 
at a table; she immediately rofe np^ ana 
affiited them in fetting, forth chairs, and 
defired them to fit down , iHiich they had 
no (boner done, than the man of the houie 
asked them.

Adams dianked 
iim, and anfirered, He should be obliged 
to him ibr a cop of his ale, which was like- 
wife chofen by Jo(eph and Fanny. Whilft 
lie was gone to fill a very large jug with 
this li^or, his wife told Fanny she teemed 
greatly fatigued , and defired her to take 
iometning fbonger than ale; but she refufisd, 
with many thittiks, faying. It was true she 
was very much ared , but a little red, she 
lioped , would reftore her. As (bon as the 
con^>»iy were all ^feated, Mr Adains who 
liad fitted himfetf with ale, and, by public 
permillion , had lighted 1^ t>ipe , turned 
to the mafter of the houfe, asKin|; him, If 
evil ^ifits did not ufe to walk in that 
tieighboialiood ?

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at the door. The company exprcflcd forae*^ 
amazement , aad Faociy aad the good woman 
turned pale^ her hufband v^ent forth, and 
whllft he.was abfent^ which was fome time-, 
they all remained fiient , looking at one 
another , and heard {everal voices difcourting 
pretty loudly. Adams was fully perTuaded 
that rpirit$ were abtoad , and began to 
mediute fome exorcUttis ; Jofeph a little 
inclined to the fame opinion y Fanny ; was 
more afraid of men ^ and the good woman 
herfef began to fufped her gaefts, and imagin- 
ed thofe . without were rogues belonging 
to their gang.

gentleman , « there b a dignity in the Greek

« degree; it is not ^'ithom reafen, therefore, 
« that the pbilofepher, in die xzd chapter 
u of his Poetics, mentions him by no othet 
^ appellation than that of die P^et. He was

« from which every incident arifes , and to 
cc which every epilode immediateiy relates. 
« Thirdly , his manners , which Ariftbtlc 
« places fecood in his de£:tiptioii of the 
« feveral parts of tragedy , and which he 
ct fays are included in the a^on; I am at 
« a lofs whether I should rather admire the 
« exafhiefs of his judgment in th^ nioe 
« diilin^ion , or the immenfity of his Imagi- 
u nation in their variety. For , as to the 
,« former, of ihefe , how accurately is the: 
« fedate, injured refentmept of Achilles diftin- 
«guished from the hot infuhing paflion of 
« Agamemnon^? How widely doth the brutal 
a courage of Ajax differ from the amiable 
^ bravery of Diomedes j and tl»e wj{clom of 
« Ncftor , which is the refuU of lodg refle£lion 
» and experience , from the cunning of Ulyfles, 
€<.the ettcd of art and fubtlety only? If we 
It condder their- variety , we may cry out with 
a ArifloclCyin his Z4th chapter, that no part 
ci of this divine poem is defticute of maimersr 
« Indeed , I might afHrm , that there is fc^ce 
acharader in numan nature untouched ia 
flcfome part or other. And sis there is no 
u paflion which he is not able to defi;£ibe;^| 
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« (b is there none in his reader xv'hicli Ke 
« cannot raife. If he hath any fupedor excel- 
« iencc to the reft , 1 have been inclined to 
« fancy it in the pathetic. ! am fore I never 
« rea4 with dry cyc$ the two epifodes where 
« Andromache is introduced , in the former 
« lamenting the danger , and in the latter the 
tf death of Hedlor. The images are fo extremely 
« tender in thcfc , that I am convinced the 
« poet had the worthicft and beft heart ima- 
« ginable. Nor can 1 help obfetving how 
<« Sophocles foils short of the beauties of the 
<f original , in that imitation of the difluafive 
«ifpeech of Andromache , which he hath 
a put in mouth of TecmelTa ; and yet 
a Sophocles was the greateft genius wha 
« ever wrote tragedy , nor have any of 
f( his fucceflbrs in that art , that is to lay , 
« neither Euripides nor Seneca the tragedian , 
ttbeen able to come near lum. As to his 
c( (entiments and di£Uon,I need fay nothing; 
ccihe former are particularly remarkable ror 
<f the utmofl perfe£^ion on that head , namely, 
cc propriety ; and as to the latter, Aiiftotle , 
fc whom doubtlefs you have read over and over, 
«is very diffofe. I shall mention but one 
« thing more , which that great critic , in hit 
ccdivifion of tragedy , called Opfis, or the 
^icenery, and which is as proper to the epic 
<t. as to the drama, with this diderence, that in 
if the former it falls to the share of the poet , 
liafid m the latter to that ef the painter. But 
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« did- evec palmer imagine a fcene like that ^ 
<(in chci i^ aad n^h Iliad } where the 
« readct fees at one view the ptoCp^ o£ 
«Troy, with the army drawn up before it; 
« the Grecian army> camp , and fleets Jupiter 
«.&ting on mount Ida, with his head wi>apc 
« in a cloud , and a thunderbolt in his hand 
u looking towards Thrace ; Neptune driving 
« through the Tea, which divides on esm 
a.fide to permit his paflTage , and then feating 
«him&lf on mount Samos; the heavens 
opened., and the deities sdi (eated on their 
a thrones* This is fubUme! this is poetry !»^ 
Adams then rapt out a hundred Greek verCes, 
and with fqcha voice, emphafis , and a<6lioa y^ 
that he almofl frightened the women ^ and as> 
for the gentleman,hc wasfo far fromentertain*' 
jng any fiirther fufpiciod. of Adams , that- he 
now doubted whether he bad not a bishop 
, ia his houfe« He raa into the moil extrava-> 
ganr encomiums on his learning > and the 
goodnefs of hisiieart began to dilate to all the 
itrangers. He faid , He had great compaflioa 
for me poor yooing woman , who looked 
pale and &int with her journey; and in truth > 
he conceived a, much higher opinioit of her 
qualicy than itdeferved. He (aid, He was 
forry he could not .accommodate them all. : 
but if they were contemed with his fire-fidfi:,j 
he would (it up with the men ; and the. young 
woman might, if she plea&d,. partake his^ 
wife's hed^ whjch> he advijGbdher tQ> fox* 
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ttiar they niu(t «ralk up^fpards of a mile to 
any. liott(e of eneatainment, and- that not 
very good neither. Adani^ , vho liked his 
feat, his ale, his tobacco, and^ his company^ 
perfuaded Fanny to accept this kind ptopofal , 
in iv'hich foiidtacion he vi^as (econded by 
Jofeph* Nor vas she very difficulcly prevailed 
on:; for she had flept little the lall night , 
and: not at^ ail the preceding; (b that lovei 
itfeif was icaree able to keep her eyesopctt 
any longer. The of&r being therefore kindly 
acc^xted^, the good- vonmn produced every 
tUng earaUe in hm bou(e on the table, and 
the gnefh bcsog beanily invited, as heartily 
regaled tbecnfclves, efpedaHy pavibn Adams. 
As to- the other tvo, they were exatnples of 
the tenth of that physical obfirrvatioB , that 
love, like other meet things , is no whetter 
ef tl^ fhmiach* 

Sapper was no foenec end^^ than Fanny, 
at her own^rei}9cft , retired, and the good' 
woman bore her companyt The man ot the 
houfe^, Adams^, and JoCifkLy who would 
modefHy faav9 withdrawn^, had notthegentl6* 
inaan inwfted on the contrary, drew rottnd 
the fiire^&ie, where Adams ( to- tiie hk ow» 
words ) replenished his pipe, and the gentle- 
man produced a bottle of excellfent oeer ,. 
being^ the beft liquor in hb houfc. 

The modei^ UeWiour of Jpfsph , with 
^e^ graeefulne^ of hit per&o , the charadeci 
wiiich AdauK-gai^eof^ut^ and-theftitnd^hip' 
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lie feemed to entertain for him y began t6 
work on the gentleman's affedions, and 
taifcd in him a curiofity to know the Angularity 
which Adams had mentioned in his hiftory. 
This curiofity Adams was no fooner informed 
of, than, with Jofeph's confent, he agreed 
to gratify it, and accordingly related all he 
knew , with as much (endernefs as was 
poflible for the chara£ler of Lady Booby ; and 
concluded with the long , faithful , and mutual 
padion between him and Fanny , not conceal- 
ing the meanne(s of her birth and education.

cumftances ; they b^d oaW a fmall penfioa 
from the government, with what little thp 
daughter could add to it by her work ; for she 
had great excellence at her needle. This girt 
was , at iny firft acquaintance with her , fol- 
licited in marriage by a ypung fellow in good 
fircumftances. Hie was apprentice to a linen- 
draper , and had a little fortune fofficient ta 
fet up his trade. The mother wa$ greatly 
pleafed with this match , as indeed s^e had 
iiifficient reafon. However , I foon prevented 
it. I repre(ented him in Co low a light tp 
his miftrefi , and made Co good an ufe of 
flattery,promifcs, and pref^iis, that, not to 
^well longer on this fubje^i than is neceflary , I 
prevailed with the poor girl, and conveyed 
her away firom her mother. Ip a wordj t 
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debauched iier. — (Ac wbich words Adam; 
flarced up, fetched three Afide$ crofs ch« 
room, and then replaced hiiDfelfki his chair }^ 
You ar« not more a0e^ed wiii Ais part of 
my (lory thaa myiclf: I aflkce you, it will 
never be fafEcleody repented of la my own 
opinion : bat if you already dcceft it, how 
much more will y<Mir iadigoation be railed , 
when you hear the fHtai coafequences of 
this barbarous , this villaioous adiioni If you 
pleafe therefore , I will here deiift. — « By 
<( no means , » cries Adams » « go on , I 
« beieech you; and Heaven grant you may 

£ncerely lepent of chis, and naany other 
(c things you have related^ » — I was now ^ 
continued the gteitfleman, as happy as the 
poiTeiljou of a fine young creature , who had 
a good educacioB , and was endued with 
many agreeable <]U3lities, coutd make me« 
We lived Come nukachf with va0 fondneis 
together , without any comfiaoy or converfa^ 
tion more than we fouod iti pne another : 
I^uc this could a^ot continue always vaod tbo* 

1 fliU pxeierved a great aSe^^n for her , I 
began more and more K> want the relief of 
other company , and con£equeotly to leave 
her by degrees , at laft, whole days to herfclf. 
She ^ilea not to te(Ufy fome unea^efs ob 
thofs occafions , and complait&ed of the 
saelancholy I^e aA^ led ^ to n^meiy which » 
i imci^duord'.hei:. into the acxfuaincaoc^ <^ 
^ome ^a^'iu^i mi|b:efl^$ ^ with whom sh«

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ufed to play at cards, and frequent plays and 
other dlvenions. She had not lived long in 
this intimacy, before I perceived a vifible 
alteration in her behaviour ; aH her modefly 
and innocence vanished by degrees, till her 
mind became thoroughly tainted. She afFe^ed 
the company of rakes , gave herlelf all manner 
of airs , was never eafy but abroad, or when 
she had a party at my chambers. She was 
rapacious of money , extravagant to excefs , 
loofe in her converfation ; and if ever I 
demurred to any of her demands , oaths , 
tears , and fits , were the immediate confe- 
quences. As the firft raptures of fondnefe 
were lotfg fince over, this behaviour foon 
eftranged my affedHons from her; I began 
to refled with pleafure that she was not my 
wife , and to conceive an intention of parung 
with her ; of which , haying given her a 
hint , she took care to prevent me the pains 
of turning her out of doors, and accordingly 
departed herfelf, having firft broke open my 
fcrutoire , and taken with her all she could 
find , to the amount' of about 200 1. In the 
firft heat of my refentment , I refolved ta 
purfue her with all the vengeance of the 
law; but as she had the good luck to efcape 
me during that ferment , my paflion after- 
wards cooled ; and having reflected that I had 
been the firft aggreflbr, and had done her an 
. injury , for which I could make her no re- 
paration , by robbing her of the jnnoctncc 
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of her mind ; and hearing at the £ime time, 
chat the poor old woman her mother had broke 
her heart on the daughter's elopement from 
her, I, concluding myfelf her murderer, 
( « as you very well might, i> cries Adams, 
v^ith a groan ; ) vas pleaCed , that God 
Almighty had taken this method of punishing 
me y and reiblired quietly to (bbmit to the 
lb(s. Indeed I could ^('ish I had never heard 
snore of the poor creature , who became in 
the end an abandoned profligate ; and , after 
being fome years a common proftitute, at 
laft ended her miferable life in Newgate. — 
Here the gentleman fetched a deep (igh , 
which Mr Adams echoed very Idudly j and 
both continued (ilent, looking on each other 
for Come minutes. At lail the gentleman 
proceeded thus : I had been perfedlly conflanc 
to his girl during the whole time I Kept her ; 
but she had (carce departed, before I difcover- 
ed more marks of her infidelity to me than 
the lofs of my money. In short , I was forced 
to make a third vifit to my furgeon , out of 
whofe hands I did notgetahafty difcharge. 

I now fotefwore all future dealings with 
the fex, complained loudly that the pleafure 
did not compenfate the pain, and railed ac 
the beatttifbl creatures in as grofs language 
as Juvenal himfelf formerly reviled them in. 
I looked on all the town harlots with a 
deteftation not e^ to be conceived 5 their 
petfoiis appeared to me as painted palaces^^ 
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ioliablted by difeafe and death : nor could 
their beauty make them mot^ deniable obje^irs 
in my eyes , than gilding could make nie 
covet a pill, or golden places a cofHn. Buc 
though I was no longer the abTolu^e {}ave , 
I £omul Come reaipns to own myfelF ^l 
the fiibje^ of love- My hatred for women 
decreafed dally ^ and I am not pofitive b^ 
time might hav« betrayed me again to fom^ 
common harlot, had I npt be^n iiecured by 
a paflion for the charming S9^hira, which ^ 
having once entered upon , made a violent 
progreft in my heart* Saypphir? was w^ 
to a man of fashion aad g^lantry, and one 
who (eemed , t own , ev^y way worthy 
of her a£Ee£lions, <l^hich, however, he had 
not the reputation of having. She was indeed 
a coquette ach€ve£» « Pray, Sir, » fays Adam$i 
u whar is a coquette i I have met with the 
c( word in French authors , but nf ver could 
« afljgn any idea to iu I believe' it is the 
« fame with une fotte s Anglki , a fooL » 
Sir , anfvK^fred , the gientleman , perhaps you 
are not much miitaken: bnt as it is aparticulai? 
kind of folly , I will endeavour to de(cribe it* 
Were all creatures to be ranked in the order 
of creation , according to their ufe&lnefs , 
I know few aninwtls chat would hot take place 
of a coquette; nor indeed hath this creature 
much pretence to any thing beyqgd inftin^^ s 
kt tho' (bmetim^s we might imagine it wa$. 
^uia^;ed by the paifio^ of vanity ^ yet fac 
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Ac greater part of its actions fall beneath 
even that low motive y for inflance , feveral 
abfurd geiiures and tricks, infinitely more 
foolisii than v^^hat can be obferved in the 
xnoft riiliculous birds and beails, and vp^hich 
would perfuade the beholder , that the fiUy 
wretch was aiming at our cootempc Indeed 
its charadcriflic is affedation , and this led 
and governed by whim only : for as beauty, 
wifdom, wit, good- nature ,politene(s, and 
health , ar« (ometimes iSe&ed by this 
creature ; fo are uglinefs , folly , nonfenfe , 
ill-nature , ill-breeding and ficknefs , likewife 
put on by it in their turn. Its life is one 
conCbnt lie 5 and the only rule by which 
you can form any judgmeqc of them is , 
that they are never what they (eem* If it 
was poinble fo a coquette to love, (as h kaoty 
for if ever it attains this paflion , the coquette 
ceaTes infhntly) , it would wear the face of 
indif&rence, if not of hatred, to the beloved 
objedi; you may therefore be afiared, when 
they endeavour to ptrfuade you of their 
liliLing , that they are indifferent to you at 
lead. And indeed this was the cafe of my 
Sapphira, who no (boner faw me in the 
number of her admirers , than she gave me 
what is commonly called ^couragement ^ 
she would often look at me, and when she 
Dcrceiv^ me niect her eyes, would inflantly 
take them off, difcovering 2^ the fame time 
^ nmch fiirprize smd ^i^otioo as poffible^ 
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Thcfe arts failed not of the fucccfs she in^ 
tended ; and as I grev more particular to 
her than the reft of her admirers, she ad*- 
vanced , in proponion , more directly to me 
than to the others. She affcd^ed the love^ 
voice, whifpcr, lifp, figh, ftart, laugh, and 
many other indications of paflion , which 
daily deceive thoufands. When I played at 
whift with her , she would look earneftly 
at me , and at the fame time lofe deal or 
revoke 5 then borft into a ridiculous laugh , 
and cry , a La ! I can't imagine what I was 
« thinking of. » To detain you no longer , 
after I had gone through a (ufiicient coorfe 
of gallantry, as I thought, and was thoroughly- 
convinced i had railed a violent paflton in 
my miftrefs , I fought a» opportunity of 
coming to an eclaircijfement with her. 
She avoided this as much as|>offible; however, 
great afliduity at length prefemed me one. 
I will not defcribe all the particulars of this 
interviewjict it fuffice, that, till she could no 
longer pretend not to fee my drift, she firft 
affedled a violent furprizc , and , immediately 
after, as violenta pamonrshe wondered what 
1 had feen in her conduct, which could 
induce me to af&ont her in this manner : 
and breaking from me the firft moment 
she could, told me, I had no other way to 
cfcape the confequence of her refentment , 
than by never feeing, or at leaft {peaking 
f^ her more* I v^as not contented with da$ 
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•niVrer; I ftill purCied her, but to no 
purpo{e,aiui vasat length convinced that 
lier husband bad the fble pofleiGon of her 
perfon, and that neither he nor any other 
nad niade any knpreffion on her heart. I 
was taken ofFnom following this ignis fatuus 
by fome advances which vere nude me by 
the v^ife of a citizen, \i^ho, chough neither 
very young nor handfbme , was yet too 
agrcablc to be rejeded by my amorous con- 
ftitution* I accordingly foon &tisfied her 
'that she had not cafl away her hints on a 
barren or cold foil : on the contrary, they 
inflantly produced her an eager and defiting 
lover. Nor did she give me any reafbn to 
complain^ she met the warmth she had 
raifed, with e<jual ardour* I had no longer 
a coquette to deal with, but one who was 
vifer than to proftitutethe noble paiConof 
love -to the ridiculous luft of vanity. We 
prefently underilood one another^ and at 
the pleaGires we fought lay in a mutual grati- 
fication, we foon £oufid and enjoyed them* 
I thoi^ht myfelf at fird greatly happy in the 
poflemon or this new miflrefs, whole fond- 
peft would have quickly (urfeited a more 
fickly appetite \ but it had a different c^(\ 
tonl mine y she; carried my pafHon higher by 
It than youth or beauty had been able : but 
jny happinefs could not long continue nnin^ 
termpted. The apprebenfions we lay under 
from the jealoufy of her husband , gave us 
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great uneafinefs* a Poor wretdi 1 1 pity liim , tf 
cried Adams. He did indeed deferve it, fyii 
the gentleman ; for lie loved his wife wixk 
great tendeme^; aad I a&re you it is s| 
great £aiis6^ioQ to me, dnatl was ooit «h« 
snan who £ril ' firdiiced her ^eSioas from 
hinu TJbcGs appredifinfions appeared alfa 
too wdl gcouodod 9 for, in die end, &c di£* 
covered us^ and proxiuied witnefies of ottr 
c^i^Ses. He then pcoliecuted me at law, 3n4 
zecovered 3000 1. damages, which mack 
difirefied my fortnoe to pay s^ and what 
was worfe, his wi£e being divorced, came 
upon my hands. I led a very uneafy li ^ with 
ter : £or beiides thatmy pa^n was now much 
ataied , hei: excetfve jealody was veiy 
troublefome. At length death rid me of aa 
inconvicnience Ts/hich the cooHderatson of 
my haviddg been die aodior of her mis£br- 
tunes woi^d nerer fiifEer me to take any 
other me^d of di(cardin^. 

I now bed adieu to love, and teColve4 to 
purfue othej: le& ^aagecotis and e^pen£ve 

J>learures» I fell into die acquaintance of a 
et of fpUy companions , who flept all xlay, 
and drank all night r fellows w^ho mig^t 
rather be Aid to confume time than to live. 
Their beil comrerfation was nothing but 
|ioi£b : £nging , hollowing , wrangling , 
drinking, toafting , fp — wing, fmosdcingy 
were the chief ingredients of our entertain* 
ment. A;id yet, bad as they were, they 
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vcfc more tolerable than our graver (cenes, 
^a^hicli v^ere either exceffive tedious narra*^ 
lives of dull jcommon matters of fa^ , or 
Jiot disputes about trifling matters , vp^hich 
commonly ended in a vager. This way «f 
life the nrft £erious reflefbon put a perioi 
jto I and I hecame meodxr of a dub fre<- 
-oiiemed by young men of great abilities. 
The bortk was now only called in ro tke 
^diSaace of onr converiation , wfaidi roiled 
oa thie deepcft points of philo£>phy« Thefc 
ftudcmen vece engaged in a ieardi a&ec 
(ruth ; in the pur(nit of which , tkey chreir 
jifide aU the prejudices of education , and 
governed themselves only by the infallible 
^nide of human roafon. This great guide , 
jifter having shew'n ^m the £d&hood of 
iChat verv aneienr bat fimple tenet, tiiac 
^ce is vich a being as a Deity in the pnl^ 
^erfe, helped them to eftabli^ in his ^ead 
a certain rule of right, by adhedng to which , 
ichey all arrived at the utnuxft jpurity of morals. 
Jleflf dijcm made me as much delighted w^H^ 
ihis (bciety, as it had tannic me to defpife 
and dated the former, f began now to 
cdeem mydblf a being of a higher order than 
I had ever before conceited , and was the 
more charmed with this nilp of tight, as I 
irealiy found in my own nature nothing 
X^M^ant to it. I held in otter contempt all 
petfbns who wanted any other indacement 
io yittue^ befid^s hci intrinfic bc«ity and 
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excellence y and had Co high an opinion of 
my prefcnt companions, with regard to their 
Biorality, that I woidd have trailed them 
vith whatever was neareft and deareft to 
me. WhilA I was engaged in this delightftd 
dream , two or three accidents happened 
liicceffively, which at firfl much flirprized me* 
For , one of our greatefl philofbphers , or 
rule of right men, withdrew himfelf from 
«s , taking with him the wife of one of his 
snofl intimate friends. Secondly , another 
of the fame (bcietv left the club without 
i?emen[ibering to take leave of his bail. A 
third having borrowed a fum of money of 
•sue > for which I received no fecurity, when 
I asked him to repay it, abfolutely denied the 
loan. Thele feveral practices , fo incon(iftent 
with our golden rule , made me begin to 
(uCpc^ its infallibility 5 but wheni commun^ 
cated my thoughts to one of the club ^ he 
/aid , There was nothing abfolutely good ot 
jevil in itfelf ; that anions were denominated 
good or bad by the circumfhinces of the 
agent. That pomblv the man who ran away 
with his neighbours wife , might be one of 
very good inclinations, but over-prevailed 
on by the violence of an unruly padion ; 
and, in other particulars , might be a very 
worthy member of fociery : that if the beauty 
of any woman created in him an uneafine^ , 
he had a right from Nature to relieve himfelf; 
with many oiher chings ^ which I thta 
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^teftcd fo much , that I took leave of the 

(bcicty that very evening ' and never returned 

to it again. Being now reduced to a ftate of 

folitude vhich I did not like , I became a great 

frequenter of the play-houfes , which indeed 

was always my favourite diverfion , and moft 

evenings paffed away two or three hours be-« 

Bind theftcnes, where I met withfeveraCl poets,' 

with whom Imade engagements at the taverns. 

Some of the players were likowife of our 

parties. At thefe meetings we were generally 

entertained by the poets wkh reading their 

performances , and by the players with 

repeating their parts : upon which occafions 

I obferved the gentleman who fiimished our 

entertainment was commonly thebeflplealecf 

of the company ; who , tho* they were pretty 

civil to him to his face , feldom failed to take 

the firfl opportunity of his abfence to ridicule 

him. Now I made fbme remarks, which 

probably are too obvious to be worth relating. 

c Sir, » -fays Adams , a your remarks , if you 

«pleafe.o Firft then , fays he, I concluded 

Aat the general obfervation , that wits are 

moft inclined to vanity , is not true.

to do this, tharvufgar opinion, I have before 

ipentiencd^, is ground^.

who confunaes much time ,' and employs 

treat pains indrefling himfelf, or who thinks 
jmfelf paid for fclf-dcnial , labour , or evca 
villainy, by a title or a ribbon, facrificeas 
much to vanity, as the poor wit 9 who is 
defirous to read you his poenv or his p)ay ? 
M) feCond remarkwaSjthat vanity is the word 
of pafliojis , .and more apt to contaminate 
the mind than any other : for as (elfishnefs is 
much more general than, we pleafe to allow 
it y Co it is natural to hate and envy thofe who 
ftand between us and the good we de(ire« 
Kow, in lufl and ambition thefis are few ; 
and even in avarice we find many who are 
00 obflacles to our purGiits : but the vaia 
IpaDL (eeks pre-eminence ; and every thing 
which is excellent or praife-worthy in another^ 
lenders him the mark of his antipathy; Adams 
now began to fumble in his pockets, and (boa 
cried out , « O la 1 1 have it not about n^e.» — 
Upon this , the gentleman asking him whac 
lie was fearching, for ; he faid , He fearche^ 
after a fermon, which he thought his mafter- 
piece, againft vanity, c< Fy upon it, fy upon 
It, » cries he, « why do I ever leavp th^t 
((fermon out of my pocket? I wish it was 
« within five miles ; I would willingly feccb 
<tit, to read it to you. )> The gentlemaa 
anfwcred. That there was no need, for he 
was cured of the pailioo. a And for that very 
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«'rca(ba, » (pttk Adams, « I voold read h , 
<ffor I am cpofideot you iroaid admire ic: 
<c linked,.! have ne?er been a greater e&emy 
« iQ^aay pikiCoh ^tban diat filiy pne of vanity.* 
The geade«iiw £aiikd, and proceeded. — 
l^rom tkls fodety 1 eafiiy pafied to that of 
ilie, gam^fters, w'here nothing remarkable 
J^ppeoed* bat the fiaishtag my forrane, 
w'iuch tho(e gentlemen (oon helped me to the 
^ad of. This opened fcenes of life hicherro 
jUaknoW'h} poveny and di^efs, vit> th#ir 
horriid 8caii& of mins, attorneys ^ bailiff, 
haamed me day and night. My clothes grew 
tfhabby, credit bad , my friends and acqoaim* 
afcKe of all kinds cold, ha, i\m israatfon , the 
ftcjmgeft thought imaginable came into my 
beaki 5 and WNhat was this , but to write a 
play f foe I had foffieient lei&re ; fear of bailiffs 
confined me every day to my room ; and 
hw'mg always had a little inclination , and 
ibroething ofz genius thac way, Ifirt tayCM 
to work 9 and within a few months^ produced 
a piece of &yt a£h » wfakh was accepted of 
at the theatre. I reaiembeied to haire hurroerly 
taken tickets of other poets fee their benefits, 
long befinethe appearance of their per&rm-* 
ances y and , refohrine to follow a precedent 
which was fo well (iiiced to my prefent 
ctrcumftances , I immediately proviaecf myfelf 
with a large number of little payers. H^py 
indeed would be the ilate of poetry, woula 
ihefe tickets pais cttrfeatatthcb2dce4ioure^ alc*> 
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liouTe , and the chandler's shop : but alas ! fyt 
pthexsK^ife^ no tailor will take them in payment 
for bqduam ^ canvas , Aay^tape ; nor no bailiff 
for civility-naoney. They aret iniced no more 
than a pafl^ort to beg with , a certificate that 
the owner wants five shillings, which inducer 
well difpoTed ChriAians to charity. I no\^ 
experienced what is wor(e than poverty , or 
rather what is the wotfb con(equence of 
poverty , I mean attendance and dependanc^ 
<p the great. Many a morning have I wahe4 
hours in the cold parlours of men of qualky, 
where', after feeing the loweft rafcals in lace 
and enibroidery , the pimps and buffoons itk 
fa^ion admitted , I have been fometimes told , 
oo (ending in my name, that my lord could 
not poifibly iJee me this rooming : afiifficiene 
afiurance tnat I should never more get entrance 
inco that houfe. Sometimes I have been at 
lafl: admitted; and the great man hath thought 
proper to excufe himlcif , by telling me he 
was tied up. a Tied up , » fays Adams , « pray 
o v^hat's that ?t» Sit , fays the gentleman -, 
the profit which book&llers allowed author^ 
for the heft works, was Co very froall*, that 
certain men of hirth and fortune, fome 
years ago , who were the patrons of wit and 
learning , thought fit to encourage them 
fanher, by entering into voluntary fubfcrip^ 
tions for their encouragement. Thus Prior, 
Rowe, Pope, and fome other men of genius , 
received lai^e funis £or their Jabours Arom

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die public This feemed Co eafy a mediod of 
getting money, that many of the loveft 
&lbblers of the times ventured to publish 
their works in the fame way ^ and many had 
the aflocan^ to take in fiibfcripdons for 
rhat was not | writ « not ever intended* 
Sobfcriptions in this manner growing in- 
finite, and a kind of tax on the public, 
ibme perCbns, finding it not Co eafy a task 
to dilcem good firom bad authors , or to 
know what genius was worthy encoursK 
gement , and what was not , to prevent 
the expence of fiiblcribing to fb many , 
invented a method to excu(e themfelves 
firom all (ub(criptions whatever ; and this 
was to receive a fmall fum of money in 
confideracion of giving a larger one, if ever 
they (iibfcribed^ which many have done, 
and many more have pretended to have 
done, in order to fiience all fblicitation. 
The fame method was likewlfe taken with 
playhoufe tickets, which were no left a 
public grievance^ and this is what they call 
being tied up from fubicriblng* <f 1 can't 
a fay but the term is apt enough , and 
ctfomewhat typical, i> (aid Adams; « for 
cc a man of large fortune, who ties himfelf

« reality. » Well , Sir , fays the gentleman, 
to remrn to my ftory. Sometimes I have 
received a guinea from a man of quality ^ 
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given xy'iih as ill a grace , as alms are 
generally to the meanoft beggar ^ and pur^ 
chzCtd coo wich as nviph tuiie ipem in 
accendaEnce ^ as , if it;' had been ipent in 
boneft indnfby ^ might have brought me 
moiie profit with infinitely more raiishi^Hon. 
Afiei: about two naonths fpeat in (his di(^ 
a^e^ble vray, wich the otmoft mbraficatioa,

&y$- Adams ; « for defpaic is (inftil. » As 
jCion ^ continued the gentleman , as I badi 
indulgpol the b^ tumuk of my paflion, f 
began po ^ogdder coolly what ootrfe I 
should take, in ^ iStuation without fricods , 
moaiey , credit, or reputation of any kind;. 
After revolving n^ny things m my miod^ 
I could fee no oiher po/Tibilky of furnishiog^ 
myfeljf with tha miferaUe necefiacicsof li£?y 
^ian to retire to a prret near the Temple, 
and commcace hacfcney-wricer to tk© 
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Wyers ; for v^hidi I vas well qualified , 
being an excellent penioati. This parpofe 
Ircfofvedon, andiaimediately put it in ezectt* 
tioQ. I had aa acquaimance vith an attorney 
trho bad formerly tranfa^ted af&irs for me , 
smd to him I applied : but inftead of furnish* 
iag roe tc'ich any bufineft^ he laughed at 
my undertsdcing, and told me, He w'as afraid 
I should turn his deeds into plays, and he 
should expe£b to fee them on the ft^^e. Not 
to tire you \ritb inflances of this kind from 
others , I found that Plato him(elf did noc 
hold poets in greater abhorrence than thefe 
men of biuftnefs 60. Whenever I durfl venture 
to a cafiBse-houfe , which ^v^as on Sundays 
only, a whifper ran round the room, which 
was conftantly attended with a fneer — That's 
Poet Wilfon : for 1 know not whether you 
^lave obferved it, but there is a malignity 
in the nature of man , which , when not 
vp'eeded out, or at leaft covered by a good 
education and polit^nefs, delights in makine 
another uncafy or diflacisfied with himfelh 
Tliis abundantly appears in all affemblies, 
except thofe which are filled by people of 
fashion, and efpecially among the younger 
people of both fexes , whofe births and 
fortunes place them juft without the polite 
^rcles; I mean the lower clafs of the gentry , 
and the higher of the mercantile world, woo 
are , in reality , the worft bred part of 
^nankind. Well, Sir, whilft I continued in 
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this miferable (lace, vich Tcarce fufficieat 
tnfiners to keep me from flatving, die repu- 
ucioa of a poet being my batie , I acciden- 
uUy becaoie acquaint^ with a bookfeller, 
yho told me, b was a pity a maa of my 
learniog and genius should be obliged to 
Kuch a i9ethod of gecdng his liyeUhood ^ 
that he had a co^ipaffioo for me , and if f 
would engfigp wuh him, he would under^ 
fake XQ provide handfomely for me. A man 
in ray arcumftances, as he very well kaew, 
had no choice. I accordingly accepted his 
propo(aly with his conditions, which were 
90nc of the m9^ &vourable, and fell co 
Uanflating v^ith $11 n>y ought. I had no longer 
i:earon to lament the waat of bufinefs y Tor 
he furnished me w^h (b much, that in half 
9 year I almoft writ my/elf blind. I likewife 
contra£te4 9 djftemper^y niy fedentary life . 
in which no part of my body was ,exerci{e4 
i^ut my right arra> which rendered me in- 
capable ot writing for ^ Jong time. This un- 
luckily happened to delay the publication of 
a worK, ^d my laft perforjn^ce not baring 
fold well , the bool^feller declined any 
further engagement , ^nd afperfed me to his 
brethren as a careleTs ,i4le fellow^ I had ^ how- 
ever ,by having half workjcd and half ilarved 
myfe.lf tOjdea.th, during the time I was in his 
iervice , faved a few guineas , with which I 
bought a lottery-ticker, relblving to throw my- 
ffjlf intoFor(uae'$ Izp, and try if she touLI 
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ms^exneamcDds for the injuries she had done 
me at the gaming-table. This purchafe being 
made left me almoft pennylefs ^ when j as if 
I had not bcdn fufliciently miferable, a bailiff 
in tip'oman's clothes got admittance to my 
chamber, whither he was directed by the booic- 
feller. He arr^fted me at my tailor's fuit 
for thirty>five pounds ; a fum for which I 
could not procure bail, and was therefore 
conveyed to his houfe, where I was locked 
up in an upper-chamber. I had now neither 
health, (ht I was fcarcc recovered from 
my indifpofitiQin ) , liberty , money , ot 
friends ; and had abandoned ^1 hopes , and 
^ven the defite of liiFe. «t But this could not

« the tailor releafed yoo the moment he was 
« truly acquainted with your affairs, and 
«i knew that your circumftances would not 
5( permit you to pay him. » Oh, Sir, ann 
(wered the gentleman , he knew diat before 

ie arretted me ^ nay , he knew that nothing 
ut incapacity could prevent me paying my 
debt ; for I had been his cuftomer many 
years , had fpent vafl fums of money with 
him , and had always paid toofk punAually 
in my profperousdaws ; but when 1 reminded 
him of^this, with ailurances that, if he would 
not moleft my endeavours , I would pay 
him all the money I could by my utmoft 
labour aud induftry procure, refervmg only 
what was fufficieut to prcferve mc alive, 
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he an&rcreil , His padence vas worn out ; 
I had pot him ofi from time to time ; 
that he vanted die money ; chat he had put 
it into a lawyer's hands ; and iFl did not pav 
him immediately , or find fecurity , I matz 
lie in goal , and ei|>e£^ no mercy, a He may 
m expie^ mercy , » cries Adams , flarting 
lirom Us chair, c< adhere he v^ill find none* 
fi How" can fuch a vretdi repeat the Lord's 
im prayer, vhere the word, which is tranflat- 
« ed, I know not for what rea(bn , Tre(pafles> 
m is in the otjginal , Debts ? And as furely at 
<i we do not forgive oth/srs their debts, WQCtt 
9 they ate Unable to pay them , fo finely 
€1 shall we ourfelves be unfor^iven, when we 
« are in no condition of paying. » He ceaT^- 
ed , and the gentleman proceeded. While I 
was in this deplorable utuation , a former 
acquaintance, to whom I had communicated 
my lottery^ticket y found me put , and , 
snaking me a vi(it, with great delight in hit 
countenance , shook me heartily by the hand , 
wished me joy of my good £Dnucie : « For ^ >» 
lays be, a your ticket is come up a prize of 
!K 3000 L P Adams (hapt his fingers, at thefe 
words , in an ecdbfy of joy y which , however , 
did not continue long : for the gentleman 
thus proceeded. Alas ! Sir , this was only a 
trick of Forcuue to fink me the deeper : foe 
I had difpofed of this lottery-ticket two days 
before to a relation , who refufed lending me 
a shilling without it, in order to procure 
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loyfelf bfead. As soon 9s my friend u as 
acquainted viih my irafommatc (ale, he 
i>egan to revile me y and remind me o/the 
ill condad and mifiiiarrisiges of my Ufe« He 
faid , I was one whom Fortune could not 
fave , if she would ^ diat I was now rmned 
without any hopes of retrieval, nor muft ex- 
pert any pity from my friends; that it would 
be extreme weakness to compaiHoiiatte the 
misfortunes of a man who ran headlong t0 
his own deftru£^ion. He riien painted to me^ 
in as lively coloturs as he was able , the hap- 
piness I should have now enjoyed , had I noe 
feolishfy dispofed bf my tidtct. I urged the 
plea of neceility ; but he made no aniRi^er to 
that, and began again to revile me, till 1 
could bear it no longer , and defired him to 
iiiush his vfiit.

xneout, deliTeied me the following letter :

« you happy , that I mu£b defire your accept-* 
ill ance of tne indofed y and am ,

And what do you think was inclofed ? 
it I don't know, » cried Adams: tc not lcC% 
IK than a guinea, I hope. » — a Sir , it was a 
bank-note for 200 1. — « 200 1. ! » (ays Adams, 
in a rapture* — Nolefs ,1 afTure you, anfwered 
the gentleman ; a fum I was not half Co 
delighted with , as with the dear name of the 
generous girl that fent it me ; and who was not 
only the beil, but the handlbmeft creature iti 
the univeife ^ and for whQOi I had long had a 
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pallioii , wbich I never darft difclole to her. 
i kifled her name a thousand times , my eyes 
overflowing vith tendemefs and gratitude, 
I repeated — But not to detain you vith 
thefe raptures , I immediately acquired my 
liberty, and« having paid all my debts , 
departed , vith uprards of fifty pounds in 
my pocket , to thank my kiiid deliverer. 
She happened to be then out of tovn , a 
circumftancc which , upon refledion , pleafed 
me ; for , by that means , I had an opportunity 
to appear before her in a more decent drefs* 
At her return to town , within a day or 
two y I threw my(elf at her feet with the 
moft ardent acknowfedgmems , which she 
xejed^ed with an unfeigned greamels of 
mind, acid told me, I could not oblige her 
snore than hf never mentioning, or, if 
poflible, thinking on a circumilance which 
muft bring to my mind an accident that 
might be grievous to me to think on.

gently hold 00 her hand, and, conveying 
It to my li|»St I prefledit with inconceivable 
ardour; then^ lifting up my fwimming eyes, 
1 (aw her face and nedk overipread with 
one blush: she offered to withdraw her hand ^ 
yet not fi> a$ to deliver it firom mine^ 
though I heU it with the gentkft force* We 
hoth Aood treasUir^ , her eyes caft on the 
gerund , and mine fted£ifUy fixed on her* 
<70od God , what was then (he conditiofa 
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of my (bul ! burning with love, defire, 
^droirauon , gratitade , and ' every tender 
pa/fion, tU bait on one ckarfning objedb* 
ra/Iion at laft got the better of both rea(qii 
and refpedk^ and, foftly letting go her hand, 
I offered madly to cl^ )ier in my arms ^ 
when 9 a little recovering heiielf , tike flatted 
from me , asking me , x(r'nh (bnae shew of 
anger. If she had any reafen to expe^ this 
treatment from me. I tnen fell proftrate before 
her , and told her , If I had o£feaded , my 
life \i^as abfolttteiy in her power , which I 
would in any manner iofe iot her lake* 
fi Nay , Madam , » faid I, « you sbsAl not be 
« (6 ready to punish me , as I to foflsr. I 
n own my guilt. I detc^ the reflection that f

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on as before, naine<i all the mafters who arf 
recorded in old books, and preferred himfelf 
jco them all. Indeed , if this good man had 
^ny^enrhufia&i , or what ithe vulgar call a 
blind-iide , it was this \ he thought a fchool^ 
;ma(ler the greateftcharader in the world, and 
himfelf the greateH of all fchoolmaflers; neir 
ther of which points he would have given 
up to Alexander the Great at the head of his 
.^niy. 

Adams continued his fubjed till they came 
to one of the beautifulleft fpots of ground 
in the univerfe. It was a kind of natural 
amphitheatre , formed by the winding of a 
fmall rivulet, which was planted with thick 
woods, and the trees rofe gradually above

XH A VEoften vonJeredy Sir, (aid Jofeph, 
to obferve £b few inftjtnces of charity among 
mankind ; for though the goodnefs of a 
man's heart did not incline him to relieve 
the diftreffes of his fcllo>r<reaturcs, methinkj 
the defire of honour ihould nvove him to ir. 
What inQ>ires a man to birild fine houfcs, 
to purchase fine ffirniture , pi6hires , clothes , 
and other things , at a great cxpence , but 
an ambition to be relpe^ed more than other 
people ? Nov , w'oald not one great z(k of 
charity , one inftance o^ redeemmg a poor 
family from all the miferies of poverty, 
ieftoring an unfbttanaie iradefman by a fimi 
ti nrjoney , to the means of procoring a 
livelihood by his indtjftry , ditcharging aa 
undone debtor from his debts , or a gaol , 
4>r any fach like example of goodnefs , create 
a man more honour and refpe^t than he could 
acquire by the fineft houfe , mmiturc , piAures, 
or clothes , that vcre ever beheld ? For not 
only the objc^ himfelfwho \^$thus relieved. 
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but all who heard die name of fach aperfon » 
mud , I ImagBie ^ reverence him infinitely 
more than me pofleflbr of all chofe other 
things^ viuch vnen wc Co admire ^ ve rather 
praife die builder , the workman^ ^e painter^ 
the lace- maker, the tailor » and the reft« 
by xrhofe ingenuity they are produced , than 
the perfon v^ho by his money ms^es them 
his o\rn. For my oxrn pan , when 1 have 
vraited behind my lady tn a room hung iritk 
fine pidbires,whileihave been looking at them, 
I have never once thoi^lic of their owner ^ 
nor hath any one elTe , as I ever obferved^ 
for vrhen ie has been asked whofe pi^ure 
ibat was, it v^as never once anfwicred , the 
mafter's of the hou{e , but Anunfcormi , Paul 
yamish , Hannibal Scrauhi , or Uogartkiy 
which I fuppofe irete the names of the 
painters: but if it was asked who redeemedf 
fuch a one out of priibn > who lent fuch a 
luiocd tradeCnan money to fet up } who 
cloathed that femily of poor fmaO children r 
it is very plain wkit meat be the aufwet. An^ 
btfides, tkefegreat^lktatemiihdLcnyifdiey 
Imagzne they get any honour at ail by theie 
means ^ for I do iiori emember I ever was with 
my lady at any h6ia& \rhereihe commended 
the houfc or teniturt^ but I have heard her^ 
at het return home , m^e (pon and jeer 
at whatever she had before commended: 
and I have been told by other gentlemen 
in livery, that it is the £une in their families^

but I defy the wifeft man in the w'orld to turn' 
a truly good a6lion into ridicule. I defy him 
to do it. He who should endeavour it,- 
tip'ould be laughed at himfelf , inftcad of 
making others laugh. Nobody fcarce doth 
any good, yet they all agree in praifing 
thofe who do. Indeed , it is ftrange that all 
men should confentin commending goodnefs, 
and no man endeavour to deferve that coni- 
mendation ; whilfl , on the contrary , all rail 
at wickednefs, and all are as eager to be 
what they abufe. This I know not the reafon 
of; but it is as plain as daylight to thofe who 
tonverfe in the world , as I have done thefe 
ihrec years. « Are all the great folks wicked 
ttthen?» fays Fanny. To be fure there arc 
fome exceptions, anfwered Jofeph. Some 
gentlemen of our cloth report charitable a£Hons 
done by their lords and mailers ; and I have 
heard Squire Pope , the great poet, at ray lady's 
table, tell ftories of a man that lived at a place 
called Rofs , and another at the Bath , one 
Al — Al — I forget his name, but it is in the 
book of verfes. This gentleman hath built up 
a ftately houfe too,which die Squire likes very 
well ; but his charity is feen £irther than 
his houfe , though it ftand^ on a hill , aye , 
^nd brings him more honour too. It was his 
charity that put him in the book , where 
the Squire fays he puts all thofe who deferve 
it ; and , to be fure , as he lives among all the 
great people, if there were any fuch, hjc 
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<rould know them. — This vas all of Mr 
Jofeph Andrews's fpeech which I could get 
kim to recoiled, which I have delivered as 
near as was poflible in his own words , with 
a very fmall embellishment. But I believe the 
reader hath not been a little furprized at 
the long (llence of parfbn Adams , efpecially 
as (b many occafions offered themfelves to 
exert his curiodty and ob(ervation. The truth 
IS , he was fad aOeep , and had [o been from 
the beginning of the preceding narrative : 
and indeed, if the reader connders that fa

Jofeph , who , whilil he was (peaking , 
had continued in one attitude , with &s 
head reclining on one fide , and his eyes caft 
on the ground , no £boner perceived , oa 
looking up, the portion of Adams , who 
was ftretched on his back , and Cnotcd 
louder than the ufual braying, of the animal 
with long ears, than lie turned towards 
Fanny , and, taking her by the hand , began 
a dalliance , which , thou^ confident with 
the purefl innocence and decency , neithes 
he would have attempted , nor she permitted 
before any witnefs. Whilfl they amufed 
themleives in this harmlefs and delightful 
manner, they heard a pack of hounds approacb^

found of the parfiiers. Fanny was wonderfully 
|>!ea{cd with the little wretch, attd eagerly 
longed to hare k in her arms, than she raighe 
preserve k from the dangers which feemetl 
to threaten it : bur the rational part of the crea- 
tion do nor always aptly didit^nish their 
feiends fron» their foes 5 what wonder then if 
this filly creatuf e , the moment it beheld her, 
fled from the friend, who wotrfd hareproted^eJ 
5t, and traverfng the meadows apin. p«fl 
the little rivulet on the oppofite mte ? It wa« 
^owerer fo fptttt and wesuc , tftrat it felt down 
twice Of thrice in its wtty. This affefted the 
tender heart ofPaony , who eicbitttd , wkh 
tears in her eyes, againft the b«barity of 
^'orrying apoor innocent dcfencefcfe animal 
prtt of his Ifte , and put tmg it to the extreme^ 
tof tntie for dtverfion. She hid not mttch time 
10 m^ refe^ions o# this khtd > fef on a 
Iblden the homsds ms^ed difro' the wood , 
tKhicR refeimded whh thetr throats and the

. TTie hbttfKfe trtrfe ho^ ^ctf little behmd 
Iheir J>oof tedlttg, ftaggeting prey , vhldi , 
feinting altttoft at ^ery Rep, cnii»'led third* 
the vi^ood , and baS alrtioft gbt tound to tht 

gace whttt r a6ny ftodd , Vhen it w'as oveir-

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two of Adams, who lay afleep at fome di^ 
fiance from the lovers ; aud the hounds , in 
devouring it , and pulling it backwards and 
forwards, had drawn it fo clofe to hiin, 
that fome of them ( by miftake, perhaps^ 
for the hare's skin ) laid hold of the skirts 
of his caiTock : others , at the fame time , 
3ipplying their teeth to his wig, which he 
Had with a handkerchief faftened to his head , 
Began to pull him about ; and had not the 
motion of his body had more efFed on Kim 
th^n Teemed to be wrought by the noifq, 
they mud certainty Have tailed his flesh , 
^hicH delicious flavour might have been fatal

great men living, who , tho' as brave as lions, 
aye, as tigen , b^ve run away, the Lord knows 
how far , and the Lord knows why , to the 
lurprile oftheir friends, and the entertainment 
of their enemies. But ifper(bns of fuch heroic 
difpodtion are a little oftended at the behaviour 
of Adams , we aflure them they shall be as 
much pleafed at what we shall immediately 
relate of Jofeph Andrews. The mailer of the 
pack was jufV arrived , or, as the (portCnen 
call it, come in, when Adams fet out, as 
we have before mentioned. This gentleman 
was generally (aid to be a great lover of 
humour; but not to mince the matter, efpecially 
as we are upon this fubje^l, he was great 
Hunter of Men : indeed he had hitherto 
followed the fport only with dogs o( his 
own (pecies ; for he kept two or three couple 
of barking curs for that ufe only. Hdwever , 
as he thought he had now found a man nimble 
enough , he was willing to indulge him&lf 
with other fport ; and accordingly crying 
out , Stole- away , encouraged the hounds to 
purfue Mr Adams , fwearing it wasthe lar^effc 
I'ack-hare he ever (aw ; at the fame time 
lallooing and hooping as if a coa^iercd fb<} 
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\ras flying before him ; in which he tr« 
imicated by thefe two or three couple of 
human , or rather ttro-lcggcd curs on horfe- 
back which we have mentioned before. 

Novr thou, whoever thou arc, whether 
a Mufe i Of by what other name fotver tboo 
,choreft ti> be called , who prevail over 
biogr&f^, sfiid haftin(pked all (be Writers 
of lives in thefe dUt times : Thun who#fdft 
ittfuTe focb wonderftit b«RitDUi into the peft 
of immcm^ Gulliver} #h<f hdft <»t«lli!ty 
folded the judgment, whilftthotihu^etaited 
the nervous manly ftyk el^thv Mdllet : thoti 
wdio itadft lio hand itt that dedicatiDn and 
preface , or the ttanfktiiom whkh tho^ wonldlb 
willingly^ have ihnck out of iiit life of 
Cicerd t l^y , th»tt whd ^ without the 
affiibfiee of die ieafl Cfhe of literature » 
and even agjiinft Ids incUilalion , luift , ill 
ibme fttges of his book ^ forced Gdlley 
Cibber to write English } i^ A<M aflSftme 
in what f fihd iiiyfeD imdqttat to : do thott 
introdtjce Ota i^e plaits theyottftf^, thegay, 
tht bfavt M«ph Andr«#iy#hirft iften shall 
view kiiti with adt^itatio^ and envy , tti^det 
virgins wkk iove ^A sOMi&e^ concern for 
his €»ktf. 

No fooiier did Jofi^fi^ AndteW^ f^ereeive 
i^e diftfcft 6f bis hhiii, when firft Ihe 
<^ttickf<^efftiiig dogs irttaek^d khn , than he 
gratped li^ Cd^el ift M^ rig^t h^miy a 
«idgdt wUdl ki» felber had of hj^ gn»d^ 
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SKher, to whom a mi^ty fhtmg roan of 
Kent had given it for a prekm in that dxy 
vhen he broke three heacb on the i^ge. Ic 
was a cudgel of mighty ftrei^th and wonderfiil 
arty made hy one of Mr Deard's bcCt workmen , 
whom no other artificer can e^oal ; and 
who hath made all tiofe :fticks whkh the 
Beaus bare lately walked widi about the 
Park in a morning : but this was far his 
mafter-piece ; on its head was engraved a 
nofeanddrin, which mig^hafc heenmiftaketi 
fbff a pab of mttcradceh. The learned have 
imagined it defigned torepe&nt the Gorgon i 
bnt it Was in hA cbpied £roin the face of » 
certain long English barosec of infinite wit y' 
bmnour, and gravity. He did intend to have 
engraved hefe many hiftories : as thd firfi 
night of Gipcam d—'sphryy where yon vtrnM 
have £bea cadiks m en:d»oidery ttan(p}ante<f 
from die boxes to the pic » whofe ancient 
kibabitants were ezalred to the gatteries, 
where they played on catcalls. He did intend

eyes; and the heroic youth, CwKt of foot^ 
ran vp^lth the utmoft (peed to his firiendV 
adiilance. He overtook him juftasRockwood 
had laid hold of the skirt of his caflbck , v^hich' 
being torn, hung to the ground. Reader, 
v/c would makea fimile on thts occafion , but 
fertvro reafons: the firftis,itwould interrupt' 
the deicription, v^hich should be rapid in thir 
^art 'y but that doth not weigh much , many 
precedents occurring for fuch an interruption: 
the fecond, and much the greater reafon is , 
that wt could find no fimiie adequate to our 
purpo£e : for indeed , what inflance could we 
bring to (et before our reader's eyes at once 
the idea of friendship, courage, youth, 
beauty ^ ftreng^h , and fwiftnefs ^ all which 
blazed in the perfon of Jofej^ Andrews. Lei 
tho£e therefore that defcribe lions and tigers j 
heroes fiercer than both, raife their poems or 
plays with the fimile of Jo&ph Andrews , 
who is himfelf above the reach <rf any 
fimile. 
Now Rockwood had laid faft hoU on the 

5 arCbn's skirts , and flopt hts flight ; which 
oleph no fooner perceived , than he levelled 
his cudgel at his head , and laid him (prawl^ 
ing. Jowler and Ringwood then fell on his great- 
coat, and had undoubtedly brought him to the 
ground , had not Jofeph , cotle^ng all his 
torce , given Jowler fuch a rap on the back , 
diar, quitting his hold , he ran howling over 
fhe plain. A harder &te rientttned hts thee^ O 
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Ringwoodj Ringvood the beft hound that ever 
purlued a hare, who never threw his tongue but 
where the {cent was undoubtedly true ; good 
at trailing; and (lire in a highway , no babbler , 
no over -runner, re(peftcd by the whole 
pack, who , whenever he opened, knew 
the game was at hand ; he fell by the ftroke of 
Jofeph. Thunder and Plunder, and Wonder and 
Blunder, were the next vi^ms of his wrath, 
and meafured their lengths on the ground. Thea 
Fairmaid , a bitch which Mr John Temple had 
bred up in his own houfe , and fed at his own 
table, and lately fentthe Squire fifty miles for a 
prefent, ran fiercely at Jofeph , and bit him 
by the leg; no dog was ever fiercer than ^c, 
being delcended j&om an Amazonian breed, and 
had worried bulls in her own country, hut now^ 
waged an unequal fight ; and had shared the 
fate of thofe we have mentioned before , had 
hot Diana (the reader may believe or not, as he 
pleafes) in that iuilanc interpoled, and In 
the shape of the huntfman hatched her 
fevourice up in her arms. 

The parfon now faced about, and with 
his crabflick felled many to the earth , and 
{battered others , till he was attacked by 
Oe&r, and pulled to the ground. Then Jo- 
feph flew to his refcue , and with fuch might 
fell on the vidor, that, O eternal blot uxh'ts 
name I Caefar ran yelping away. 

The battlenown^cdwith the mod dread- 
ful violence, when^ lo I thehumfmah, amanoi^ 
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years and dtgoity , lifted bis iroice y aad called 
bis hounds ^omche Hght ^ telling diem, in 
a language they underftood , that it vpas in 
vain to coiicend longer ; fcrr that Fate had 
decreed the vidory to their enemies. 

Thus far the Mufe hath , ^ith her ufnai 
dignity , related this prodigions battle , a bac-* 
tie wc apprehend nerer equalled by any poet^ 
roraance or life-writer whacevet , and hav<* 
ing brought it to a conclufion, she ceafed 3 
ve shall therefore proceed in onr ordinal^ 
^le widi the continuation of this hiftory^ 
The Squire and his companions , whom the 
£gure of Adams y and the gallantry of Jo* 
feph y had firft thrown into a violent fit of 
lamghter , and who had hitherto beheld the 
engagement with more delight than any 
chace , shooting matdi » race , cock^fight*^ 
ing) bull or bear-baiting had ever given 
them , began now to apprehend the danger 
of their Mninds , many of which lay fprowU 
ing in the fields* The Squire, therefore ^ 
having firfl called his friends about him, at 
gvards, for fafety of his perfon^ rode man- 
ially up to the combatants, and, fammoi»> 
ing all the terror he was mafter of into hit 
countenance, demanded with an authoriU'*' 
tive voice of Jofeph , what he meant bv 
afTaulting his dc^s in diat maimer. JoCtjit 
anfwered with great intrepidity, that they 
had £rft fallen on his friend^ and if they had 
belonged to the greateA man i^ the kia^" 
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iotn , he \roal<i have created them in the 
fame iray; for whilfl his veins contained a 
iingle drop of blood, he would not fbnd 
idle by, and fee that gentleman (pointing 
to Adams ) s^fed either by man or beaft : 
and having fo faid, both he and Adams 
brandished their wooden weapons , and put 
themfelves into fuch a pofture, that the 
Squire and his company thought proper to 
preponderate , before they offered to revenge 
the caufe of their four-^ted allies. 

At this in(bn: Fanny, whom the appre« 
hei^fion of JoTeph's danger had abumed fo 
nvuch, that, forgetting het own, she had made 
the utmoft expedition , came np. The Squire 
and all the horfemen were fo uirprized with 
ker beauty, that they tnnnediately £zed both 
their eyes and thoughts folcly on her, every 
one declaring he had never feen (b charming 
a creature. Neither mirth nor anger engaged 
them a moment longer y but all fat in (ileni 
amaze. The humiman only was &ee £rom 
her actraAion^ who was btuy in cutting the 
ears oi the dogs , and endeavoming to reco- 
ver them to life^ id which he (bcceeded Co 
welj, diac only two of no great note re- 
mafoed flaug^ered on the field of a£tion* 
Upon this the hontirnan declared, 'Twas 
well it was no worfe ^ for his part he could 
not blame the gentleman , and wondered 
his mafter would encourage the dogs to hunt 
ChriiUans^ that it va&th^ Catcft way to fpoil 
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tliem , to make them follov vermin, inftcact 
of flicking to a hare. 

The Scjoire being informed of the little 
xnifchief that had been done , and perhaps 
having raor^ mifchief of another kind in his 
head, accofted Mr Adams with a more fa- 
vourable afped than before : he told him, 
he was forry for what had happened 5 that 
he had endeavoured all he could to prevent 
it the moment he was acquainted with his 
cloth , and greatly commended the courage 
of his fervant ; for fo he imagined Jofeph 
to be. He then invited Mr Adams to dinner , 
and defired the young woman might come 
with him. Adams refufed a long while 5 but 
tTie invitation was repeated with fo much 
carneflnefs and courtefyj that at length he 
was forced to accept it. His wig and hat, 
and other ^ils of the field being gathered 
together by Jofeph, ( for otherwise probably 
they would have been forgotten), he put 
himfelf into the beil order he could ; and 
then the hor(e and foot moved forward in 
the fame pace towards the Squire's houfe, 
which flood at a very little difhnce. 

Whilft they were on the road , the lovely 
Fanny attracted the eyes of all; they endea* 
voured to outvie one another in encomiums 
6n her beauty 5 which the reader will pardon 
iny not relating , as they had not any thing 
new or uncommon in them^ fo muftjU like- 
wife my not fetting down the many curious 
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jefts whick vere made on Adams ;{bnie of 
them declaring that parfon-hunting was thcbeft 
Iport in the world; others commending his 
landing at hay, which they faidhe had done 
as well as any badger ; with fuch like mer-^ 
riment, wluch, though it would ill become 
the dignity of this hiflory , afforded much 
laughter and diverfion to toe Squire and his 
^cetious companions^ 

CHAP. V I I. 

\A fcene of roafiing , very nicely adapted ta 
she prefent tafle and timesp 

X HEY arrived at the Squire's houfe jdl 
as his dinner was ready. A little di(pute 
arofe on the account of Fanny, whom the 
Squire , who was a bachelor , was detirous 
to place at his own table; but she would not 
confent, nor would Mr Adams permit her 
to be parted from Jofej^; fo that she was 
at length with him coniigned over to the 
kitchen , where the fcrvants were ordered 
to make him drunk ; a favour which was 
Jikewife intended for Adams : which defign 
being executed , the Squire thought he 
should eafily accomplish what he had , when 
he firft £iw her, intei^ded to perpetrate with 
Fanny. 

li mfiy not be improper, before we pro«» 
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ceed £irdi£f , to open a Htcie Hie charader 
of tkls geacieman , and that of his iriends* 
The mafter of xhis ho«fe, then, was a man 
of a very confiderabb forttine, a hadtelor^ 
as we have (aid , and ^kom forey years of 
age : he had beea educated (if tre may u(e 
thie expreflioa) in the country, 9iad at hn 
pvTQ h^me, aodec the cars of his mother and 
a tutor , who had orders never to correft 
him , aor to compel him to learn more than 
he liked, which it feenas liras very little, and 
that only in his childhood; for from the 
age of fifteen he addided himfdf entiteiy 
to hunting , and other rural amufements , 
for which his mother took care to equip him 
with horfes, hounds, and all other necef- 
Varies ; and his tutor , endeavbnring to it^ca- 
tiate himfelf with his young popcl , who 
would , he knew , be abie hadJlontrly to 
provide for him , became his compaaioa , 
not only at thefe exerciies, but likewife 
over a bottle, which the young Squire had 
9k very early relish for. At the age of twenty 
his mother began to thkik she had not fiilfflled 
the duty of a parent; she therefore refolved 
to perhiade bef {<m , if poffiUe , to that 
which she imagined would wdl rujq>ly aU 
that he might have learned at a public fiaiool 
or univermy : this is what they commonly 
call travelling; whii, widi die hdp of Ac 
tutof who was fixed on to attend him, she 
cafily {hcceeded in. He made in three years 
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die toar of Eurc^ , as tkey term h , and 
xeturned home veil femished with French 
clothes^ phrafes, and(ervants, wi^ a hearty 
contempt for his ova cotmtry ; efpectally 
whu had any favour of the plain (pirit and 
honefty of our anceftors. His mother greatly 
applauded herfelf at his return ; and novr 
being mailer of his own fortune , he (boa 
procured hi^nielf a feat in parliament, and vas^ 
id the common opinion, one of the fineftgentle> 
men of his age : but what diAinguished him 
chiefly, was aftrange delight which he took ia 
every thing which is ridiculous, odious, and 
abfurd in us own (pecies : Co that he never 
chofe a companion without one or more of 
thefe ingredients , and thofe who were marked 
by Nature in the moft eminent degree with 
them , were moft his favourites ; if he ever 
found a man who either had not> or endea* 
voured to conceal thefe imperfections, he 
took ffreat piea£ire in inventing methods 
of forcing him into abfurdiiies which were 
not natural to him^ or in drawing fonh and 
cxpofittg thole that wet e ^ for which purpele 
he was always provided with a fet of fellows 
iwhom we have before called curs, and who 
/Ud indeed no great honour to the canine 
kind : their bufine^s was to hunt out and dis- 
play every thing that had any &vonr of th^ 
above-memioneo ^u^ities^ and efpecialiy ia 
the graveft and beft chara^rs : but if they 
iaiicd in their fe^rch » they were to turn 
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even virtue and wifdom chetiirelves inta 
ridicule , for the diverfion of their mailer 
and feeder. The gentlemen of cur-like dif- 
podtion, v^ho were now at his houfe, and 
whom he had brought with him from Lon- 
don, were an old half-pay oflicer, a player, 
a dull poet, a quack-dodlpr, a fcraping fid- 
dler , and a lame German dancing-mafter. 

As Toon as dinner was ferved, while Mr 
Adams was faying grace, the captain con? 
yeyed his chair from behind him; fothat. 
when he endeavoured to feat hiinfelf , he fcU 
down on the ground, and thus conipleated 
joke the firft , to the great entertainment of 
the whole company. The fecond joke was 
performed by the poet, who fat next him 
on the other fide, and took an opportunity^ 
while poor Adams was re(pe£lf\illy drinking 
to the mafter of the hpiuc , to overturn a 
plate of foup into his breeches ; which , 
with the many apologies he made, and the 
parfon*s gentle anfwers , caufed much mirth 
in the company. Joke the third was ferved 
up by one of the waiting-men , who had 
,been ordered to convey a Quantity .of gia 
Into Mr Adams's ale, which he declaring tp 
•be the beft liquor he ever drank, but rather 
too rich of the malt , contributed agahi 19 
their laughter. Mr Adams, from whom we 
had mod of this relation, could not recoiled 
all the jefts of this kind pradUfed on him > 
:which the inofienfive difpofition of bis own 

heart 
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keart made him flov^ la difcoverlng $ and 
indeed y had ic not been for the information 
which we received from a fervant of the fa- 
mily, this part of ourhiftory , which we take to 
be none of the lead curious , muft have been 
deplorably imperfe£^ \ though we mufl owa 
it probable^ that (bme more jokes were (as 
they call it) cracked during their dinner; 
but we have by no means been able to come 
at the knowledge of them. When dinner 
was removed , the poet began to repeat fome 
verfes, which he (aid were made extern-* 
pore. The following is a copy of them, 
procured with the greateft difficulty. 

An extemport Poem on Parfon Adams; 

Did ever mortdljuch a parfon view , 
Wis cajfock oldy his wig not over new ? 
tP'elt might the hounds have him for fox ndjlakeni 
Infinell mere like to that than rujly bacon (a}. 
But would it not make any mortal flare 
To fee this parfon taken for a hare? 
Could Photbus err thus grofsly , even he 
For a. good player might kavetaken thee* 

At which words the bard whlp'd off A6 
player's wig , and received the approbation

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of the , comJ>?.ny , rather perhaps for the 
dexterity of his hand than his head. The 
player, inftead of retorting the jeft on the 
poet y began to difplay his talents on the 
lame fubjed. He repeated many fcraps of 
wit out of plays , refledling on the whole 
body of the dergy, which were received 
with great acclamations by all prefent. Ic ' 
was now die dancing-mafter's turn to ex- 
hibit his talents : he therefore, addreding 
himfelf to Adams in broken English , told 
him , <c He was a man ver weU made for ' 
o^de dance, and he fuppofe , by his walk,dac : 
cc he had learn of fomc great mafter. » He faid, . 
« It was ver pretty ouality in clergyman to 
c( dj^ce^ » and concluded with defiring him xo 
dance a minuet ; telling him , « His caflbck 
« would ferye for petticoats ^ and that he 
cc would himfelf J;)e his partner. » At which 
words , without waiting for fin anfwer , 
hit pulled out his gloves, and the £ddler 
was* preparing his fiddle. The company 
all o^ered the dancing-mailer wagers that 
the jparfon outdanced him, which he re- 
fufea , (aying , « He believed Co too ; for 
« he had never feen any man in his ^ife 
« who looked de dance fo well as de gentle- 
lu man : «> He then ftepped forwards to take 
/^fxi$ by die hand , which tke latter biaftily 
withdrew, and at the fame time clinching 
his fift , advifed him not to carry the jeft cop 
far, for he wojrid not endure being put 
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Qpofi. The dancing-mafler no fooner Qiv the 
fift than he prudently retired out of its reach , 
and flood aloof, mimicking Adams , w'hofe 
eyes were fixed on him , not goefCng what 
he ^as at , but to avcod his laying hold on 
him 9 which, he had once attempted. In the 
mean while , the cxptaia. perceiving an op 
pommity^ pinned a cracker or devil to the 
caf&ck y and then lighted it with theic 
little (iiioakine*6aadle. Adams^ being a (Iran-- 
gee to this Iport , and believing he had 
been blown up in reality , Aarted from his 
chair , and jumped about the room , to the 
infinite joy of the beholders « who declared 
he was the beft dancer in. the univerfe* As 
foon as the devil had done taifmenti&ghim» 
and he had a little recovered his conmfion, 
he returned to the table ; ftanding up in ihe 
pofture of one V'ho imended to makea (peech* 
They all crtttd out^ itHear him , hear hint; n 
and he then fpoke in,the fpilo\(ting manner : 
^ Sir, I am forry to (ee one to whom Pro-^ 
a vidence hath been:r<i bountiful in beftow-

mm did all he could to encourage this 
warlike difpofition in Adams ^ and was im 
hopes to havis produced a battle : but he

• Then the doctor ^ who had. hithexto i>tcii 
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fiUnt; and v^ho was the graveft, but maft 
milcliievous dog of all , in a v^erv pompons 
f|>eech highly applauded what Adams had 
iaid, and as much difcommended the behaviooc 
to him. He proceeded to encomiums on the 
.church and poverty; and lailly recommended 
forgivenefsof what had pafs'd to Adams « who 
immediately an(Vered , <i That every thing 
« was forgiven ; » and in the warmth of 
his goodnefs he filled a buittper of ftrong 
beer , ( a liquor he preferred to wine ) and 
drank a health to the whole company, shak- 
ing the captain and the poet heartily by the 
Band , and addrefling hiinfelf witn great 
refped to the do^^orj who indeed had not 
laughed outwardly at any thing that pa(s'd, 
as be had a perfect command orhis mufi:le», 
and could laugh inwardly without betraying 
the leafl fymptoms in his countenance.

commended the do6lor*s opinion , and laid , 
n He had often vondered at Come paflagesin

a and other great men, vere reprefented to 
« have paffed many hours in amufements of 
« the nioft trifling kind. »The doftor replied, 
ft He had by him an old Greek manUfcript , 
« where a ravourite diverfion of Socrates wzs 
« recorded. i> * Aye, » (kys theparfoh, eagerly, 
,« I 'should be 4Doft kififijteiy obliged, to you 
« for the favour of pcrufing it. p The doctor 
promi&d to (end It him ; and farther faid , 
« That he believed *he could defojbe it. » al 
« think , » fays he , « as near as I can aremember, 
« it was this* There was a throne erefted , 
cc ion one fide of whidi &t a king , and on 
« the odier a^queen, with dieir guards and 
,<t saten^nt^ rsmged on bc^ fides ; to them 
€c was introduced an ^mbafla^r , which part 
-« Socrates ^ways ufed to perform himlelf J 
A and when he was led up to the footftep 
« of the throne , he addrefled himfelf to the 
« raonairchs in Come grave feeech, full of 
« virtue, and goodnefs, and inorality,and

iKth^ king and^u«en^ and royally entci> 
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©tained. THisI thmk was the duefpart.—

<c for it is long Cac^ I !read it. >) Adams faid , 
Jc was indeed a dlverfioa worthy the relaxation 
of Co great a man ^ and thought fomething 
retembling it should be inflicuted among 
our great men , inOead of cards and other 
idle paflime » In which he was informed 
they trifled away too much of their lives* 
He added , The Chriuian religion was a 
nobler fubje^ for thefe fpeeches than any 
Socrates coohi have kivenred* The gentleman 
of the houTe ap|>roved what Mr Adams faid , 
and declared ^ tie was refolved to perforn^ 
the ceremony this very evening* To which 
The do£^or objeded /as no one was prepared

9 He was eadly prevailed on by 
his wopdiy frieftd> as heno(w called the do&or » 
touodercake theparcof the amballador, Co, 
that the gentleman Cent immediate orders to. 
have the throne e^^ied; which was performed 
before they bad drank two bottles: and perhaps 
the reader will hereafter have no great reafon 
to admire thQ nimblene(s of the fervants^ 
Ifldeedv tl> co9fe6 the truth ^xhe, throne. v^aA 
m moce tletti tbis i theife w^ a great tulr 4)| 
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iratcr provided;- on eadi fide oiF which vcre 
placed two ftools raifed higher thaa the fur* 
face of the tub, and over the wiiole W3S^ 
hid a blanket; on thefe ftools were placed 
the king and qoeen , namely . the mailer 
of the hoiife , and the captain. And now the 
ambaflador was kitroduced , between the 
poet and the d6£^or, who, having read his 
iermon , to the greftt e'ntettainoaent of all 
prefent, was led np to his place, and featcd 
between their majeilies. They immediatel^r 
rofe up, when the blanket, wanting its fupports 
at either end , gave wdv , and fotiied Adams 
over head and ears in the water : the captain 
made his efcape , bat ualuckity the gentleman 
Iximfelf not being a^ nimble as he ought , 
Adams caught hold of him before he de/cended 
£:om his %rone, and pulled him in witb- 
lim, to the entire (<?cret fatisfe^ion of all" 
ihe company. Adams , after ducking the 
Iquire twice or thrice,leapt otrrof the tub,- 
and looked sharp for the doctor, whom he 
would certainly have conveyed to the feme 
place of honour ; but he had wifely with- 
4rawn : he thfen fearched for his crab-flick, 
^nd having found that, as well as his feliow* 
travelers , he declared he wouW nor ftoy a 
' inoment longer in fuch a hou(e» He then 
departed , without taking teaveofhis hoft, 
whom he had exa£led a more fevtre revenge 
jOn than ' he intended : for as he did not lue

But now follows the mcfl tragical parr^ ' 
for the captain was rifen again , and feeing 
Jofeph on the/fibor , skid Adbms fecured , 
he inflantly laid hold on Fanny , and- with 
the affifiance of the poet an.d player, whQ 
hearing the battle wgs over , were now come ' 
up, dragged her, crying and tearing her 
hair , from the fight of her Jofeph , and with 
a perfect deafnefs^o all her entreaties, carried" 
her down (lairs by viplence , and faflened her 
on the player's horfe , and the captain mount- ' 
ing his own, and leading that on which- 
this poor roiferable wretch was , departed^ 
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vithoat any more confideration of her cties 
than a butcher hach pf thofe of a lamb; foe 
indeed his thoughts were eatectained only 
with the degree of favour vhlch he 
promifed himfclf kom the Squire on tlie 
iuccefs of this adventure* 

The fcrvants, who were ordered to (ecore 
Adams and Jofeph as fafe as poflible , that 
the Squire might receive no interruption to 
lusdefign on poor Fanny, immediately, by 
the poet's advice , tied Adams to one of the 
bed-pofls, as they did Jofeph on the oAct 
iide, as foon as they could bring him to 
himfelf > and then leaving them together^ 
back to back , and deflring the koft not to 
let them at liberty, nor to go near them 
till he had fiuther orders , £ey departed 
towards their mafter } but happened to take 
a different road j&om that woKh the captaiu 
tad £iUen into. 

CHAR X. 

A dlfcourfe bttween thepoet and the player j 
of no other ufe in this hijtory ^ but to 
divert the reader* 

JpEFORE ve proceed any ferthcr in 
this tragedy, we shall leave Mr Jofeph and 
Mr Adams to thcmfelves, and imitate the

The poet , addreffing the player , proceeded

€c your difcouragement of authors. Gentle- 
<« men will not write , Sir , they will not 
cc write without the expe^ation of fame or 
eL profit , or , perhaps , both.

Containing the exhortations of Parfon Adamf 
to his friend in affli^ion y calculated for 
the infiru£iion and improvement of die 
reader, 

J oscPH no foonet came pcrfe^y to hira- 
fcif, thaa perceiving his mtih:e& gone, he 
bewailed her lofs with groans , whick wonW 
%ave pierced any heart but thofe which are 
pofiefled by (bme peo{^e , and are made 
of a certain compofition , not unlike fiiiK 
fn its hardness, and other properties; foe 
you may ilrike fire from them , which wiU 
dart throi^h the eyes, but they can never 
diftil one drop of water the (ame way.

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« never fee thee more ? » Lis eyes overflow* 
ed with tears, which would have become 
aoy thing but a hero. In a word, his defpait 
was more ea(y to be conceived than related- 
Mr Adams , afcer many groans , fitting 
with his back to Jofeph , began thus in a 
forrowful tone : « You cannot imagine , tnf 
« good child , that I entirely blame thefe firft 
-m agonies of your grief*, for when misfof*- 
ill tunes attack us by furprife , it muft require 
« infinitely more learning than you are mafter 
« of to refift them^ but it is the bufine(s 
« of a man and a Chriflian , to fummon 
*< reafonas quickly as he can to his aid, 
€x and she will prefendy teach him patience 
« and fubmiflion. Be comforted , therefore , 
« chHd, I fay, be comforted. It is true you

«to grieve; upon my foul I don't. » Adams 
rebuked him for fwearing , and then pro- 
cceded to enhtge on the folly of grief, 
telling him , aH the wife men and phHofb- 
phers , even among the heathens , had written 
againft it , quoting fevcral palTa^es from 
Seneca , and the Confolation, which , though 
it was not Cicero's , was , he faid , as good 
almoft as any of his works ; and concluded all 
bj hinting, that immoderate grief, in this 
cafe , mient incenfe that power which alone 
could teftore him Hs Fanny. This reafon,

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or indeed rather the idea which it railed of 
the reftoration of his mifbefs, had more 
effed than all V'hich the parfbn had (aid 
before , and for a moment abated his agonies : 
but when his fears fufficiently fet before his 
eyes the danger that poor creature vas in ^ his 
grief returned again with repeated violence, 
nor could Adams in the lead afTwage it; 
though it may be doubted in his behalf, 
whether Socrates himfelf could have prevailed 
any better* 

They remained (bme time in filence ; and 

frroans and fighs iffued from them both ; at 
ength Jofeph burft out in the following 
foliloquy : 

Yes , IwiU hear myjbrrows like a mam. 
But Imufi aljofed them as a man, 
2 cannot but remember fuch thirds were $ 
^nd were mofl dear to me, — 

Adams asked him what fhifF that was he 
repeated ? — To which he aufwered , they 
were fome lines he had gotten by heart out 
of a pla^ — «Aye , there is nothing but 
« heathenKln to be learned from plays, » 
replied he — «I never heard of any plays 
o nt for a Chriftian to read , but Cato , and 
« the Confcious Lovers ; and I mnil own , 
a in the latter , there are fome things almoft 
vfolenm enough for a Iennon«» But we 
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sKall noy^ leave them a little , and enquke 
after the fubjedl of their converfation. 

CHAP. X I L 

More adventures * which we hope will as 
much pieafe as furprife the reader.

_ I EITHER the (acetioas dialogue vhich 
pailed between the poet and the player , nor 
the grave and truly folemn difcourfe of Mr 
Adams y vili , wt conceive, make the reader 
fuMcient amends for the anxiety which he 
muft have felt on the account of poor Fanny , 
whom we left in To deplorable a condition. We 
shall therefore now proceed to the relation 
of what happened to that beautiful and inno- 
cent virgin , after she fell into the wicked 
hands of the captain. 

The man of war having conveyed his 
charming prize out of the inn a little before 
day, made the utmoA expedition in hts 
power towards the Squire's houfe , where 
this delicate creature was to be offered up 
a (acrifice to the luA of a ravisher. He was 
liot only deaf to all her bewailings and 
entreaties on the road , but accofted her ears 
with impiuities , which , having been never 
before accuAomed to them , she happily for 
herfelf very little underAood. At laA he 
> changed his note , and attempted to footh aail 
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nK)llify her, by fetting forth the fplcndor and 
luxury vhicb vouW be her fortune with 
a man who would have the inclination , 
and power too , to give her whatever her 
utmofl wishes could de(ire y and told her 
he doubted not but she would foon look 
Icinder upon him , as the infhrument of her 
happinefi, and defpife that pitiful fellow, 
whom her ignorance only could make her 
ibnd of. She anfwered , she knew not 
trhom he meant; she never was fond of 
any pitiful fellow. «c Are yon affi:onted , 
« Madam, o fays he, a at my caillag him 
« fo ? bat what better can be fai^ Sf one 
cc in livery, notwithftanding your fond- 
« ne(s for him > o She retarned , th»t she 
did not tmderfhnd him , that the man 
had been her fellow-fervant , and, she believ* 
ed , was as honeft a creature as any alive ; 
but as to her fondnefs for men— « I warrant 
« ye , » cries the captain , « we shall £nd 
c< means to perfuade yoa to be fond ; an^ 
« I advife you to yield to gentle ones; for

The cap- 
tain told her, if she perfifted in her voci- 
feration , he x/oM find a means of flopping 
her mouth. And nov the poor wretch , 
perceiving oo hopes of (uccour, abandon- 
ed herfelt to defpair, and fighing om the 
name of Jofeph I Jofeph I a rirer of tears 
ran down her lovely dieeks , and wet the 
handkerchief which covered her boTom. A 
hbrfeman now appeared in the road, upon 
which die captain threatned her violently 
if she complained^ however » the moment 
diey approached each other , she begged 
him , with the atmoft earneftnds > to relieve 
a diftrefled creature who was in the hands 
of a ravi$her« The fellow fVopt at thofe 
words; hut the c^tain aflured him it was his 
wife, and that he was carrying her home from 
her adulterer : which fo latisned the fellow , 
who was an old one , ( and perhaps a married 
one too), that he wished him a good journey , 
and rode on. He was no fooner pafl , dian 
the captain abufed her violently for breaking 
his commands, and d»r earned to gaij her, 
when two more horfcmcn , arnicd with 
piftols, came into the road juft before them. 
She again (bllicited their a^fbnce, and the 
captain told the fame flory as before. Upon 
whidi one faid to the other — « Thjit s a 
« charming .wench ! Jack ; I wish I had 
« ieea la the feUgw's f^ace, whoever hd 
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« is. » But the other , inftead of anfwerlng 
him , cried out eagerly , « Zounds , I know 
« her : » and then turning to her , (aid , 
« Sure you are not Fanny Goodwill.© — 
©Indeed, indeed I am, » she cried — «0 
€t John , I know you now — : Heaven hath 
« fent you to my aflillance , to deliver me 
« from this wicked man , who is carrying 
« me away for his vile purpofes — O for 
« God's fake refcue me from him. » A fierce 
dialogue immediately eufued between the 
captain and thefe two men , who being both 
armed with piflols^andthe phariot which they 
attended being now arrived , the captain 
faw both force and Aratagem were vain , 
and endeavoured to make his efcape ; in 
which, however, he could notfucceed. The 
gentleman who rode in the chariot ordered 
it to flop , and with an air of authority 
examined into the merits of the x:aufe ; of 
which being advertifed by Fanny, whofe 
credit was confirmed by the fellow who 
knew her , he ordered the captain , who 
was all bloody from his encounter at the 
Inn , to be conveyed as a prifoner behind 
the chariot, and very gallantly took Fanny 
into it J for, to fay the truth, this gentle- 
man (who was no other than the cele- 
brated Mr Peter Pounce , and who preceded 
the Lady Booby only a £tw miles, by fetting 
out earlier in the morning) was a very 
gallant perfoo , and loved a pretty gi^ 
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hetttt than any thing, bcfides his own 
money , or the money of other people. 

The chariot now proceeded towards the 
Inn , which , as Fanny was informed , lay in 
their way , and where it arcived at that very 
time when the poet and player were dis-

I pity thee fincerely from my own : for let 
the hard-hearted villain know this , that there 
is a pleafure in a tender fenfation beyond 
any which he is capable of tailing. 

Peter beins informed by Fanny of the 
prefence of Adams , flopt to fv. . him , and 
receive his homage ; for , as Peter was an 
hypocrite , a fort of people whom Mr Adams 
never faw through , the one paid that tcCpe€t 
to his feeming goodnefs which the other 
believed to be paid to his riches ; hence Mr 
Adams was fo much his favourite , that he 
once lent him four pounds thirteen shillings 
and fixpence , to prevent his going to eoal , 
t>n no greater (ecurity than a bond and 
judgment , which probably he would have 
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miic no uie o£ , though the moaey haJ 
not been ( as it was ) paid etadiy at the 
time« 

It is not peihaps eafy to de&ribe At figure 
of Adams; he had rifen in fuch a hurry , that 
he had en neither breeches , garters, not 
^ckings y nor had he taken mm his head 
a red jotted handicerchief , which by night 
bound his wig, turned iafide (nsty aroniki his' 
head. He had on his torn cailbck, and hid 

treat coat; but as the remainder of his caflbck 
ong down below his great coat; (b did 
* finall ftripe of white , or rather whitish 
linen , appear below that ; to which we 
nay add the federal colours whidi appeared 
on his face , where a long piis-bumt beard 
ferred to retain the liquor or the ftonc-pot , 
and that of blacker hne which diililled from 
the mop^^ — This figure, which Fanny iiad 
delivered from his captivity , was no ioooef 
ipicd by Peter, thanitdi(brdered thecompofe<l 
eravity of his nsu&Ies ; however , he advire4 
him immediately to make himleif clean , nor 
would accept his homage in that pidcle. 

The poet and player no iboaer faw the 
captain in captivity , than they began t^ 
confider of their own fafety, of which 
flight prefcnted itfelf as the only means 9 
they therefore both of them mounted the 
poet's horfe , and made the mo£t expediCioi» 
retreat in their power. 

The hoft, who well knew MrPoe^cc, 
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itki Lady Booby's li?ery , vas not a little 
fiirprifed at this change of the fcene , nor 
was his coofbfion mach hdped by his 
Wile , who was nov juft ti(en , and having 
heard feom him the account of vhat had 
pad, comforted him vith a decent number

Joseph being in&rmed of the captain's 
arrival , and feeing his Fanny novin fafety, 
quirted her a nKNnent, and, running down 
Aairs , «rent 6'trdSdy to him , and , Gripping 
dff his coat y challenged him to (ight ; but 
the captain reftiied , faying , he did not 
nodctibiid boxing. He then gra(ped a cudgel 
3a one hatkl, axid catching the captain by 
the collar \rith ^ other, gave him a moK 
ievere drubbing, and tnded with telling him , 
be had no\r had foroe revenge fox what 
his dear Fanny had differed. 

When Mr Pounce had a little regaled 
liimfelf with fome provifion which he had 
in his chariot , and Mr Adams had put on 
the beft appearance his clothes would alloti^ 
him. Pounce ordered the captain into his 
presence ;for he faid he was guilty of felony , 
and the next fuftice of peace should commit 
him : bat the (ervants ( whofe appetite for 
revenge is Coon (atisfied ) beiog fufficiently 
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contented vitli the drubbing vhlch JofepI 
had inflided on him ^ and vhich v^as indeed 
of no very moderate kind, had fufifered him to 
go oSy which he did, threatning a fevere 
revenge aeainft Jofeph, which I have never 
heard he thought proper to take. 

The nuflrefs of the houfe made her voluntary

So , as Adams and the reft had 
aflured her of forgivenefs, she cried and 
cnrtfied out of the room. ^ 

Mr Pounce v^asdefirous that Fanny should 
continue her journey with him in the chariot; 
bu€ she abfolutely refufed , (aying she would 
ride behind Jofeph « on a horfe which one 
of Lady Booby's fervants had equipped him 
with. But alas ! when the horfe appeared , 
it was found to be no other than that idemical 
beaft which Mr Adams had left behind him 
at the inn , and which thefe honeft fellows , 
who knew him , had redeemed* Indeed 
whatever horfe they had provided for Jofeph, 
they would have prevailed with him to 
mount none, no not even to ride before 
hss beloved Fanny, till the parfon was 
{upplied ; much lefs would he deprive his 
ftiend of the beaft which belonged to him^ 
and which he knew the moment he faw, 
though Adams did not : however, when he 
was reminded of the a£Eair , and told that 
they had brought the horfe with them which 
he left behind J he anfwered. — ^Blefs me I 
and Co I did.

u tcian travellers : but as I intend to take the

« be ao hour later, n One of eke feryama 
f'kifpeoed Jo&ph to take him at his v^ord, 
and fufFer the old put to walk if lie vould^ 
^is propo(at was anfveced whh an aogry 
look and a peremptory , fe&(a( by Jofepb ^ 
who catcking Fanny up in his arsm, arerred 
ke would raehjer caery heE hoiAc in tkat 
manner y than take away Mr Adaas's horft , 
aod permit kirn to walk on foot. 

Perhaps y reader y thoa had feea a conteH . 
between two gentlenaen^ or two hcfies, 
quickly decided^ though they have bock 
^alerted they would not eat fuck a nicemorfei, 
^nd each init&ed on the other's accepting 
k; but in reality bock were very dehiom 
lo fwallow it themfelves. Do not therefore 
conclude hence , that this difpuce would 
have come to a (peedy decifiott : for hers 
boih parties were heartily in earnef^, and 
it is very probable they wotildhave remained 
ia the inn-y^d to this day, had not tke 
^ood Peter Pounce pur a Aop to it ; f<^ 
fending he had no loneer hopes of fatisfying 
bis old appetite wim Fanny, and being 
defirous of having fome one to whom be 
might comnumicace his grandeur y he cold 
the parfon he would convey hlat hooie itt 
his chariot. This fa^rour was by Adams^ widk 
many hews and acknowledgments, accepted , 
chough he afterwards fatd , He a(cended the 
ackastot satker tka&vke might not offend, tham

Tkilofophicat reflexions , the like not to he 
• found in any light French romance, Mr 
Booby'j grave advice to Jofeph ^ and 
Fanny J encounter with a beau, 

JHABIT , ihy good reader , hath Co vaft a 
prevalence over the human mind, that there i^ 
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fcarce any thingtoo ftrange or too ftrOng to h6 
allerted of it. The flory of the mifer, vrhoj 
from long accuftoming to cheat others, came 
at lafl to cheat himfel^and with great delight 
and triumph picked his own pocket of a 
guinea to convey to his hoard , is not im- 
poflible or improoable.

that fo far from killing or toying with him 
of her own accord , she muft not admit 
him to kifs or toy with her: and, laftly, 
that she muft never have any affe£lion towards 
Idms for if she should , all her friends la 
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petticoats v^ould efteem her a traicrefi, pome 
at her , and hunt her out of their focicty. 
Thefc impreffions being firft received , are 
larther and deeper inculcated by their fchool^ 
jnifhefTes and companions^ (o that by the 
age of ten they have contraded fuch a dread 
^nd abhorrence of the above-named monger, 
that, whenever they fee him, they fly from 
him as the innocent hare doth from the grey- 
bound. Hence, to the age of fourteen or fifteen, 
they entertain a mighty antipathy to mader ^ 
theyrefolvc, and frequently prorefs, that they 
vy'ill never have any commerce v^ith him , and 
eotertain fond hopes ofpading their lives out 
of his reach , of the pombility of which they 
have fo viHble an example in their gooa 
maiden aunt. But vhen they arrive at this 
period , and have nov^ pafs'd their fecond 
clima£tcric , when their wifdom , grown 
riper, begins to fee a little farther, and from 
almoft daily falling in mailer's way, to ap- 
prehend the great difficulty of keeping out 
of it ; and when they obferve him look 
often at them, and fometimes very eagerly and 
<ameftly too , ( for the monfter feldom 
.takes any notice of them till at this age), 
jhcy then begin to think of their danger; 
and as they perceive they cannot eafily avoid 
him , the wifer part bethink themfelves of 
providing by other means for their (ecurity. 
They endeavour, by all the methods they 
pan invent ^ to render themfelves fo amiable 
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in His eyes , that he may have no inclination 
to hurt them ; in which they generally fiic- 
ceed fo well, that his eyes, by frequent 
languishing , foon leflen their idea of his 
fierceneis, and fo far abate their fears, that 
they venture to parley with him j and when 
they perceive him Co different from what he 
hath been defcribed, all gemlcnefs , fofrncls, 
Jdndnefs, tendernefs, fondnefs, their dread* 
£il apprehenfions vanish in a moment ; and 
now, (it heing udial with the human mind 
to skip from one extreme to its oppofire, 
as eaiSly^ and almofl asfuddenly, as a bird 
from one bough to another), lovb inftantly 
fucceeds to fear. But as it happens to perfbns 
W'ho have in their infancy been thoroughly 
frightened with certain no-pcrfons called 
ghofls , that they retain their dread of tho(e 
beings , after they are convinced that there 
are no fuch things, fo thefe young ladies, 
tho' they no longer apprehend devouring, 
cannot (b entirely shake off all that hadi 
been infUlled into them i they ilill entenain 
the idea of that cenfure which was fo flrong-^ 
ly imprinted on their tender minds, to which 
the decisurations of abhorrence they every 
^ay hear from their companions greatly 
contribute. To avoid thiscenfutfe, therefore, 
is now their only care ; for which purpofe 
they ftill pretend the fame averfion to the 
monfier: and the more they love him , the 
mote ardently they counterfeit the antipathy. 
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By the continual and conflant pradice of 
which deceit on others, they at length impofe 
on themselves ; and teally believe they hate 
vhat they love. Thus indeed it happened 
to Lady Booby , who loved Joftph long 
before she knew it ; and now loved him 
fliuch more ' than she fiipe£led.

of hatred ve have (een taken , began u> 
retreat , the lady hefitated a moment, and then

occafion. Our parfbn would ha?e done na 
lefs to the higheil prince on earth : for 
Aough he paid all (ubmifHon and deference 
to his (iiperiors in other matters, where the 
leaft (pice of religion intervened, he imme- 
diately loft all re^ed of perfons. It was his 
maxim, that he was a fervant of the Highefl, 
and could not , without departing from hit 
duty, give up the lead article of his honour, 
or of his cauie, to the greateft earthly poten- 
tate. Indeed he always ailcrted , that Mr 
Adams at church , witn his furplice on , and 
Mr Adams without that ornament, in any 
other place , were two yery different 
perfons. * 

When the church-rites were over , Jofepb

I whofe account the feafl was provided. They 

pampered their imaginations with the muck 
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more exquldte rcpaft which the approidi 
of night promifed them ; the thoughts of 
which filled both their minds, though vith 
difFcrent fcn&tions , the one all dcike , wkilc 
the other kad her wishes tempered vich 
feara. 

At length, after a day pafled with the 
utmoft inerriment* corred:ed by theftia^eft 
jdccencyj in which, however, Par(bn Adaros, 
being well filled with ale and piidjing, had 
given a loofe to more faceiiou&efs than was 
ufual CO him^ the happy , the bkifed moment 
^riyed, when Fanny retired with her mo- 
thet'io-law, and her filler. She was (bon uq- 
drcflcd^^for she had no jewels to depofitin 
their cadiets , nor fine laces to fold with the 
fiiceft exadnefs. Undreding to her was pro- 
perly difcovering y not putting off ornaments: 
tor as all her charms were the gifts #f nature, 
she could di veil berfelf of none. How, reader, 
shall 1 give thee an adequate idea of this 
lovely ybung creature : the bloom of rofes 
and ulies mi^ a little illuflrate her com- 
plcxiof^ , or their {meli her fweetnefs y but 
to comprehend her entirely, conceive yondi, 
kealth , bloom , neatnefi^ ^^^ innocence , 
in her bridal bed; conceive all thefe 
in their utmofl perfedUon , and you may 
j^ce the charming Fanny's picture bcfoK 
your eyes.

A aiiattt« carried biin inro her arms, 
vhere ve shall leave this happy couple to 
CD joy the private rewards of their coiiflancy ; • 
revp'ards fb great and (Veet, that I apprehend 
Jo&ph neither envied rfie noblcft dulce , not 
jpaony the iineft dntchefi that night. 

The third day, Mr Wilfon and his vf'jfe, 
wick theif fon and daughter, returned home ; 
where they iw>^ live together in a ftate of 
bliis fcarce equalled. Mr Booby hath , wich 
unprecedented generofity , given Fanny a 
fortune of tvo thoufand pounds > which Jo- 
feph hath laid out in a licde eAate in the fame 
]»arish with his father, which he now occu- 
pies , (his father having flocked it for him) ; 
and Fanny prelides.with moft excellent ma- 
nagement in his dairy : where , however , 
she is not at prefent very able to buflle 
much, bii^ng, as Mr Wilfon informs* me in 
his laft letter , extremely big with her firft 
child. 

Mr Booby hath prefented Mr Adams with 
a living of one hundred and thirty pounds 
a year* He firfl refufed it, refolving not to 
quit his parishioners , with whom he had 
Jived fo long; bun on recoUeding he might 
keep a curate at this living, he hadi been 
lately induced into it- 

Tiie pedlar, befides fevers^ hand(bme pre- 
fcnts both from Mr Wilfon and Mr Booby, 
js s by the latter's intereft , made an exci(e- 
jxian ^ a truft which he difcharges with fuch 
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juftice y that he is greatly beloved in his 
peiehbourhood.
